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FOREWORD 


Each year, hundreds of millions of dollars are spent on institutions, 
probation, parole, and other correctional services in the hope of controlling 
and preventing crime and deliquency. But, because only à minimum of 
research has been undertaken to improve the effectiveness of these services 
systems of crime and control have been lagging far behind the rate of crime 
increase. Moreover, any search for new knowledge must be accompanied 
by a drive to put existing knowledge to better use. For this reason, the need 
for evaluating correctional programs and methods cannot be dissociated 
from the need for broadcasting and exchanging information on the numerous 
pilot projects and program innovations now under way throughout all parts 
of the United States. 

Well-aware of these needs as well as the need for strengthening its 
own research services, the National Council on Crime and Delinquency, 
with the help of a pilot grant from the Rockefeller Brothers' Fund, set out 
to establish a clearinghouse and repository of information on current 
projects. A second grant from the National Institute of Mental Health help- 
ed staff and develop the National Research and Information Center (the name 
of this new clearinghouse), which is devoted to helping researchers and 
administrators profit from the experience of others without needless dupli- 


cation of effort. 
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Current Projects will be issued semiannually by NCCD's Research and 
Information Center. Other publications will be a yearbook assessing the 
more significant developments in the field, a comprehensive bibliography, 
and a newsletter -- all of which will aim at keeping leaders in the correc- 
tional field well-informed. In addition, as in other endeavors of NCCD, a 
research advisory council will periodically review the operations of the 
Center in order to keep abreast of the needs of the field. 

As the Center progresses in gathering full information about research 
and demonstration programs, we anticipate that, in addition to pointing out 
experiences and findings which have been successful, we will also be able 
to identify gaps in knowledge and to give consultation and aid to others 
interested in planning and obtaining support for research programs. 

Under the leadership of the Conference of Governors! Committee on 
Delinquency and Youth Crime, together with the President's Committee on 
Juvenile Delinquency and Youth Crime, the Council of State Governments, 
and NCCD, a movement is now on foot to promote the development of a 
central clearinghouse for each of the fifty states. Once realized, this plan 
will greatly facilitate the collection and exchange of uniform information on 
Statistics, research, and programming. 

The reader will note that several references to foreign research pro- 
grams are included in this volume of Current Projects. As the number of 
our foreign correspondents increases, we look forward to a broader inter- 
national exchange of information, since countries in every section of the 


world are searching for more effective and humane means of dealing with 


one of the most costly of social problems.

We would like to extend our thanks to those who registered descriptions 


of their projects with the R & I Center and our invitation to all others who 


wish to do the same. We hope that this first publication justifies your 


efforts to help NCCD proyide another vital service in the fight against crime 


and delinquency.

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INTRODUCTION 
General Remarks 

Recently, the vice-president of research for a large American corpora- 
tion was quoted as saying: "If a research job costs less than $100, 000, it is 
cheaper for us to do it than to find out if it has been done before.... D While 
the situation in criminology and correction may not beas extremeas in some 
industries, basically the same problems prevail. Not only is it impossible 
for anyone to regularly survey all the books, periodicals, annual reports, 
and government publications of the various disciplines concerned with crimi- 
nology and correction, but it is equally impossible to find out what is now 
going on in demonstration projects, experiments, and special programs. 

This lack of knowledge of what is happening in other places has led to 
costly and unnecessary duplications of projects and to repetitions of experi- 
ences which have been unsuccessful elsewhere, 

Well aware of this situation, the National Council on Crime and Delin- 
quency (then the National Probation and Parole Association), through grants 
by the Rockefeller Brothers Fund and the National Institute of Mental Health, 
established, in 1960, its National Research and Information Center on Crime 
and Delinquency. Acting as a clearinghouse, the Center would collect, 
analyze, evaluate, and disseminate information concerning crime, juvenile 
delinquency, and other related areas. 

But NCCD was aware of still another problem: many practitioners in the 
field were not utilizing current research findings Simply because they did nd 
know such findings existed. Then, too, some observers felt that many 


research projects had little relevance to the practical problems of

present-day criminology and correction and that, in many cases, the needs 
of the practitioner should be interpreted to the person doing the research. 
For this reason, NCCD hoped that the Research and Information Center (or, 
more popularly, R & I) would serve also as a useful bridge between scientist 
and practitioner. 

Shortly after its inception, R & I canvassed outstanding specialists in the 
field for suggestions concerning the tasks they would like the Center to per- 
form. At least 87 per cent of those who answered the inquiry replied that, 
among the services they expected from R & I, collection and dissemination 
of research information should be given first consideration. 

Thus it was decided that R & I should, as its first major undertaking, 
collect information on current projects in the prevention, control, and treat- 
ment of crime and juvenile delinquency. 

Early in 1961, R & I studied clearinghouses in other fields--especially 
their ways of obtaining information on current projects--and then designed 
a form for reporting projects to the Center. (See pp. 18-19, Fig. 1.) 

In April, 1961, the form was mailed to approximately 5, 000 people, in- 
cluding the deans or heads of the departments of sociology, psychiatry, 
psychology, social work, and law in colleges and universities, as well as 
to international organizations and government and private agencies., 

In addition, the form was reproduced in the May, 1961, issue of NCCD News 
(which has a readership of approximately 6, 500) and a release was sent to 


periodicals in this country and abroad, inviting all those in the field who 


were interested to let the Center know about their projects. 

In still another mailing campaign conducted recently, forms were mailed 
out to 2, 800 persons and distributed at various meetings such as the Inter- 
national Congress on Psychiatry in Montreal and the International Congress 
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on Penal Law in Lisbon, the National Institute on Crime and Delinquency, 
the National Conference on Social Welfare, and the Annual Meeting of the 
American Society of Criminology. By Aprill, 1962, R & I had distributed 
about 15, 000 of these current project forms. 

In addition to these "broad" approaches, aimed at the professional field, 
a detailed search for individual projects went on. NCCD staff members in 
the New York and regional offices and consultants for NCCD's Citizen 
Action Program in various states reported many projects going on in their 
areas or fields of activity. Other projects came to the Center's attention 
through references in professional periodicals or through the daily press, 
In each case, R & I undertook a careful follow-up and sent out forms to the 
persons responsible for the projects. 

Many project reports received by R & I came as an exchange of informa- 
tion from other research clearinghouses in related fields. Although a cer- 
tain number of projects from these clearinghouses unavoidably do overlap, 
discussions with their representatives reveal that this is harmless since 
each information center serves a different group of researchers or 
practitioners. 

At the present time, R & I is engaged in setting up, in cooperation with 
the President's Committee on Juvenile Delinquency and Youth Crime and the 
Council of State Governments, a clearinghouse center of information in each 
of the fifty states. It has also made a promising start in exchanging informa- 
tion with foreign government offices, international agencies, and non- 
governmental organizations as well as in establishing a network of indivi- 
dual correspondents abroad. Because of this, we are able to report, in this 
publication, projects from twenty-five different countries. Although our 


foreign coverage is still pretty spotty, we are looking forward with great 
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expectations to future international cooperation. We hope, in particular, 
that the endeavors of the Council of Europe will provide the field of crime 
and delinquency with comprehensive information on current projects in many 
European countries. 

The Approach 

In discussing the Center's approach to this survey of current projects, 
the reader would do well to keep in mind that a variety of activities, such as 
collection, analysis, dissemination, and possible future evaluation of the 
data, are involved. Policies which prevail for one of these activities may or 
may not be valid for others. 

For the moment, however, we are concerned with the problem of the 
collection and the basis on which projects were included in or excluded from 
the survey. 

Since current projects in the field of crime and delinquency have not been 
surveyed before, R & I felt it unwise to impose strict limitations on this 
first attempt. Rather, the Center wanted to know as much as possible about 
what was being done in the various countries regarding problems of crime 
and delinquency. 

The Center canvassed specialists in the field, asking them whether or na 
1s theses and doctoral dissertations on 


they recommended including master 


the list of current projects. On the basis of the answers received, R & I 


resolved to list both, together with the group projects that often take the 


place of formal theses in graduate schools today. 

R & I further decided to give due attention not only to academic research 
but also to "practical" projects, demonstrations, programs, experiments,

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With respect to subject matter of the projects, investigators understood 
that we meant to collect information on all undertakings directly connected 
to aspects of crime and juvenile delinquency. Although, strictly speaking, 
an area such as crime etiology does not fall under any of the categories of 
"prevention, " "control," and "treatment, " studies in this field were re- 
ported and included, as were problems related to crime and delinquency-- 


prostitution, vagrancy, narcotics, etc. 


In general, there have been few difficulties as to the inclusion or ex- 
clusion of projects in spite of the loose definitions. 

Investigators reported projects which concerned not only the strictly 
criminological and correctional aspects of crime and delinquency, but also f 
the sociological, psychological, psychiatric, legal, or public administration 
aspects. Not many projects in nonpsychiatric forensic medicine (such as 
chemistry, pharmacology, technology) and the law-enforcement sciences 
have reached the Center. "General" projects in housing, recreation, social 
welfare, and community planning are also not usually reported inasmuch as 
they have only indirect bearing on the prevention, control and treatment of 
crime and delinquency. (A more detailed description of the nature of the 
projects can be found in the analysis following on pages 25 - 44.) 

In certain instances, finished as well as unfinished projects were in- 
cluded in the survey. Since much of the work on crime and delinquency 
either remains unpublished or else appears in books and periodicals in other 
fields, R & I's current project form contained an invitation to report items 
"which are unpublished or which are published in out-of-the-way places." 
Because of this stipulation, many projects completed a long time ago were 
reported, so that R & I has now imposed this time restriction: it does not 
register projects terminated before 1960. 
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At this point, the reader should be reminded that our discussion so far 
has concerned only the collecting stage of the survey--a stage in which the 
Center aims at obtaining as comprehensive a coverage as possible. Conse- 


quently, R & I makes no selection but generally accepts all reported pro- 


jects without passing judgment as to their value. The Center does not de- 


cide, for example, whether a certain project is "good," "interesting," or 


"important"; it leaves that decision up to the reader, We find that this 
policy of comprehensiveness is preferable to a "selective" one, since it is 
often extremely difficult to evaluate the significance of a certain project on 
the basis of a short summary. Then, too, what may be of no consequence 
to one investigator may be very important to another. Similarly, what may 
appear irrelevant today may, in the future, become highly significant. 
Although the Center aims at comprehensiveness in this publication, it 


would be unrealistic to expect a survey such as this to cover every on-going 


project in a truly comprehensive or exhaustive manner. The reader should 


bear in mind that only projects reported to the Center have been included. 
Processing a Project 


The first step in processing a project reported to the Center is to assign 


ita number. (This number is then used as a permanent reference for any- 


one corresponding with the Center about the project in question.) The pro- 


ject is then indexed under as many subject headings as may be useful, so 


that investigators who wish to know about a project in a given field may find 


it under many headings. With respect to these subject headings, R &lis 


following a system, developed by Armine Dikijian, NCCD librarian, which 


uses the Library of Congress system but supplements it with numerous 


highly specialized subheadings. Facsimiles of the completed forms are 


photomechanically reproduced and held for the use of anybody in the field 
S.C.E R.T., West Benga) i AE 
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who requests information about them. We urge future inquirers to be as 
specific as possible in writing to us about projects inour file. In view of 
the large number of projects received, the Center finds it quite difficult to 
do justice to general inquiries asking for "all projects in the field of juvenile 
delinquency, " or "all projects in the field of correction." 

The Present Publication 

In the previous section we were concerned with the activity of collecting 
comprehensive data for the present survey. As pointed out above, policies 
which prevailed for the collecting activity may or may not be applicable to 
the other activities. 

The body of this book consists of two parts, the text and the listing of pro- 
jects. The text consists of a Foreword--written by Milton Rector, Director 
of the National Council on Crime and Delinquency--which introduces you to 
NCCD and to the Research and Information Center; "An Analysis of Reported 
Projects in the Field of Prevention, Control, and Treatment of Crime and 
Juvenile Delinquency," by Rudolph Moz and Kenneth Weingarten; "The 
Research Needs of Practice," by Hyman Frankel, Director of the Research 
and Information Center; and the Introduction, 

The main concern of this section, then is to disseminate the information 
received by the Center. Conceivably, the Center, in colllecting the project 
data, could have presented a limited number of them in a publication en- 
titled, for example, The Best One Hundred Projects in the Field of Crime 
and Delinquency. At present, however, when so little is known about the 
numerous research projects being undertaken everywhere, we felt that the 
Center, as well as the professional world, should be well-informed about 
them, Therefore, R & I decided that a complete listing of all projects re- 


ceived up to April 1, 1962, should be presented in the present volume. 
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In preparing this list of current projects, we wanted to be as up-to-date 
as technically feasible. Therefore, we are quite satisfied that we were able 
to include projects received only a few days before going to press. However, 
in order to make these inclusions, we were unable to describe all the "late 
arrivals" in full. Hence, the reader will find detailed descriptions of 
projects numbered 1 to 500, but only an abbreviated listing in the Appendix 
for those assigned higher numbers. The latter will be fully described in 
the next issue of Current Projects. In the meantime, R & I is holding on 
file a summary of each project for anyone professionally interested. Read- 
ers wishing to know more about a particular item are invited to write to the 
Center, indicating the number of the project they are interested in. They 
will then receive a facsimile of the completed current project form received 
by R & I. 

Unfortunately, compilation of this list necessitated Sacrifice of some 
editorial niceties. For instance, the Center has made no effort to change 
the inconsistencies arising out of the various writing styles of the reporting 
investigators. Rather, projects are listed in the same way as they were re- 
ceived. The reason for this lies in the amount of time-consuming corres- 
pondence which would be required to clear up detailed editorial questions. 
Then, too, what often seems to be only a minor editorial change might turn 
out to be a substantive one. 

Asa rule, R & I sent investigators a copy of the project as it was to 
appear in the publication and then invited them to make additions or correc- 
tions. The accompanying letter further stipulated that the project report 
would remain unchanged if the Center did not receive a reply within three 
weeks! time. 


Ina few cases, the Center's staff wrote up the summaries on the basis of 
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published reports. Where a summary was taken from a publication, it is so 
indicated. Some of the projects from abroad were reported to the Center in 
languages other than English. For each of these, the Center (often in con- 
sultation with specialists) provided a translation sent to the investigators 
for approval wherever time permitted, Nevertheless, certain difficulties 
still arose in translating the reports -- difficulties which could not always 
be completely overcome through consultation. For this reason, the 
Research and Information Center recommends that all readers study, 
wherever feasible, the reports in their original languages, and we will glad- 
ly send readers copies of them. 

Wherever available, the dates (or date estimates) indicated for the 
projects are those listed by the investigator. Where dates were not given, 
the reader will find the notation, "Project received .... " followed by the 
date when the report reached the Center. 

The index of this book is based on the detailed system of subject headings 
used by R & I and by the NCCD Library. The projects listed in the Appendix 


are not indexed.

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AN ANALYSIS OF REPORTED PROJECTS 
IN THE FIELD OF PREVENTION, CONTROL AND TREATMENT 
OF CRIME AND JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


Growing concern, both in this country and abroad, with juvenile delin- 
quency and crime has stimulated a variety of research and other projects 
in this field. Along with this growth of concern, however, there has not 
grown concurrently an accounting system or method of classifying and 
analyzing these endeavors which could serve as a guide as to what is being 
done and what is being neglected. The purpose of this material is an 


attempt to partially fill this gap. 


Methods 

It should be noted that although the publication lists exactly 500 projects, 
this analysis is based on only 385 projects. The excluded projects comprise 
those that were completed prior to 1960; those which were merely different 
phases of the same project, and therefore combined into one project; those 
where the information submitted was insufficient for classification; those 
that were submitted too late for inclusion in the current analysis; and for- 
eign projects. 

The 385 projects used were submitted to an analysis divided into eight 
categories, These categories include: 

1. Organization sponsoring or supporting the project. 

2. General purpose (type of program or study reported). 

3. Theoretical orientation, 


4, Characteristics of the population involved. 
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5. Correlates and causes of delinquent and criminal behavior and re- 

lated phenomena, 

6, Treatment target, locus and type. 

7. Investigations of policies and practices pertaining to the offender, 

8. Investigations of the causes of conditions that are thought to produce 

crime, 

After classification, as many items as possible were coded for each 
project and the coded material, after being punched on IBM cards, was tab- 
ulated and cross-tabulated along dimensions as given in the classification 
scheme, 

The results presented below do not exhaust the data obtained, since in 
many instances the classification scheme yielded more data than was mean- 
ingful or useful for the present analysis. On the other hand, because the 
Current Project forms failed to request certain types of specific informa- 
tion, many of the reports we received did not contain enough data for a 
detailed analysis, For example, if a project report indicated that a 
"population " was studied, but neglected to mention age, sex, or other 
demographic attributes of this "population," then, even though the class- 
ification system contains these categories, it would not be possible to 
include this information in the analysis. One consequence of this latter 
limitation is that the number reporting is frequently so small that it is 
difficult to draw meaningful conclusions, This problem is most noticeably 
manifested when attempting to correlate inadequate data among numerous 
categories, For example, though only a relatively small number of proj- 


ects dealing with a population mention age, an even smaller number men- 
tion both age and sex or other demographic attributes, A tabular presen- 


tation is utilized only where the number of cases seem sufficient. 
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Results 
Organization Sponsoring or Supporting Projects 
Information was obtained for the organizational base of the projects: 
reported, The categories used were (1) university, (2) government, 
(3) private agency, and (4) private individual, A project might have been 
conducted either under the auspices of one of the above or under the aus- 


pices of two or more of the above, The distribution is shown in Table I.

As evident from this table, slightly more than half the projects were 
conducted under the auspices of two or more cooperating agencies. Among 
the individually sponsored projects, governmental agencies (federal, state, 
city and county) were responsible for a substantially greater proportion 
(26.7 per cent) than were projects conducted by universities, private 
agencies and private individuals combined (19. 5 per cent). 

Table II shows the distribution of the 207 projects conducted under the 
auspices of cooperating agencies. 

Of the 207 cooperative projects, the government was involved in 178 
(86 per cent), These 178 cases, amounting to 86 per cent of all cooper- 
tive projects, show that governmental influence, mediated by financial 
grants, personnel and facilities, is strikingly evident in the field of crime 


and delinquency,

Additional data (not shown in Tables I and II) shed further light on proj- 
ects conducted under university and governmental auspices, Of all the 
projects in which governmental agencies were involved, either solely or 
in cooperation with other agencies, the state government predominates with 
38.6 per cent, the federal government ranks second with 32,5 per cent and 
city and county governmental projects account for 16, 3 per cent and 12,6 
per cent respectively. Within the university structure, 71, 2 per cent of 
the reported projects were conducted under departmental auspices. Dis- 
sertations and theses accounted for 11, 9 per cent, university affiliated 
organizations for ll, 4 per cent and independent research by faculty mem- 
bers accounted for 5.5 per cent. 

General Purpose of Projects 

Reported projects were classified for general purpose according to the 
type of program conducted: (1) action programs, (2) information-gathering 
studies, (3) training programs, (4) speculative analysis, and (5) biblio- 
graphical compilations. It should be noted that three reports announcing 
forthcoming publication of a book were excluded. 

The five classifications under general purpose were further sub-divided 
(consult Table III). Information-gathering studies, for example, were 


divided into two main types -- causal and correlational studies which were

¥ The cateogory "Total Sample" refers to the total number of times each purpose Was 
indicated by all projects. Thus, it includes projects conducted under the auspices 

of single individuals and cooperating'agencies which are not shown above. The 
categories "Universities," "Governmental Agencies, " and "Private Agencies," 
designate single auspices. 
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experimental, quasi-experimental, surveys, and tests of hypotheses,and 
simple descriptive studies dealing with treatment facilities and general 
aspects of crime. 

Many projects, of course, had multiple purposes. For instance, a 
project may have been reported as (1) a prevention action program whose 
effectiveness was (2) evaluated quasi-experimentally so that it could (3) 
be redesigned. Projects of this sort would receive a multiple classifca- 
tion, Thus, the total number herein reported does not refer to the number 

ji of projects discussed (as in the previous section), but to the number of 
items mentioned in the reports, In Table III the total number of items is 
749. The number of projects involved is 382. 

It has generally been assumed that private agencies would be more con- 
cerned with action programs aimed at controlling or preventing crime and 
juvenile delinquency than would unitersities or governmental agencies. 
Table III shows that this assumption is borne out by the statistics, By com- 
bining the percentages listed for action programs of prevention and control, 
we see that 23.5 per cent of such programs are handled by private agencies, 
as compared with the combined totals of 8. 5 per cent (handled by universi- 
ties) and 16. 0 per cent (handled by government agencies). 

As might be expected, universities show a considerably greater concern 
with testing hypotheses than do either government or private agencies 
(14.3 per cent as against 2.3 pes cent and 1. 5 per cent respectively). 

However, all agencies, regardless of their emphasis on action as op- 
posed to information-gathering programs, used surveys as the predomi- 
nant means of obtaining information. 

In order to summarize the above information, Table IV is presented

Of the groupings the universities seem to be most concerned with infor- 
mation gathering (68.6 per cent); private agencies are least concerned 
(37, 4 per cent); governmental agencies are intermediate (58. 0 per cent). 
With respect to action programs, as might be expected the reverse rela- 
tionship holds, Private agencies rank first (50. 0 per cent), universities 
last (17. 1 per cent) and governmental agencies are again inen 
(38. 2 per cent). 
Theoretical Orientation of the Projects 

Most of the reports, whether research, demonstration programs,action 
programs, surveys or training programs, indicated some theoretical 
orientation. Seven categories were used to classify theoretical orientation: 
(1) sociological (orientation to social-structural variables); (2) cultural 
(orientation to norm-value variables); (3) psychological (orientation to per- 
sonality variables); (4) physical and biological; (5) educational (e.g., pro- 
grammed instruction for incarcerated offenders); (6) not specified; and 
(7) does not apply (e.g., this would be the case in a bibliographical compil- 
tion of all studies of narcotic addiction.) As in the previous sections, some 
projects had multiple orientations, therefore the following table relates to 
number of times the above categories were listed rather than the number 


of projects, If the information reported was not adequate, the project was

included in the "not specified" category. However, the majority of reports 
did contain enough information to determine what theoretical orientation 
was involved. Table V indicates the distribution for theoretical orientation 
as reported by the total sample, universities, governmental or private 
agencies. Private individuals, as a category, was excluded since there 
were so few cases.

Theoretical orientation is relatively evenly divided between the socio- 
logical and the psychological classifications. This is true regardless of 
which organizations sponsored or supported the projects. However, 
theoretical orientations, other than sociological and psychological, assume 
Breater importance in non-university projects. 

Characteristics of the Population 

Demographic Characteristics: Of the 321 projects (83. 1 per cent) which 
dealt with delinquents, criminals, and "crime-prone" populations, there 
were 239 instances in which the investigators reported the age of the 
population they were studying: juveniles were mentioned 124 times 


(51.9 per cent); youths were mentioned 64 times (26.8 per cent); and 
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adults were mentioned 51 times (21.3 per AE: These figures seem to 
indicate that juveniles were the major focus of concern of the projects 
reporting. 

There were a total of 107 instances where the sex of the population 
studied is specifically mentioned. Males consitututed over three-fourths 
(18.5 per cent) of the specified population. On the assumption that fewer 
projects involving females failed to report sex than did those involving 
males, it is likely that the proportion of male to female is even more 
heavily weighted toward males than this finding indicates. 

With respect to race and urban-rural distribution, the number of proj- 
ects reporting was SO small as to render the findings insignificant. It 
might be noted, however, that in general there seems to be a tendency to 
report demographic characteristics only when these characteristics are 
unusual, or are of special concern to the investigators. Thus, for example, 
a report concerned with an oriental population would be more likely to men- 
tion race than would a report of à similar project involving a white popula- 


tion.

Reported: Many of the populations with which the projects were involved 


were described as either criminal or delinquent, In some cases this was 
the only information given as to criminal attributes (150 instances). In 

69 additional instances, more detailed information was given, Table VI 
shows the distribution of these sixty-nine instances.

Alcoholism is indicated much more frequently than any other single 
category. "Addiction" in general, including narcotics involvement as well 
as alcoholism, accounts for 56.5 per cent of specific offenses mentioned 
in reports. Taken together homicide and suicide, which some projects 
M in inter-relationship, constituted 23. 2 per cent of the total. 
"Other" offenses include a variety of items which were mentioned so in- 
frequently that, when combined, they accounted for only 11.6 per cent of 
the total. 

Legal Status: There were 267 instances where the reports indicated the 
legal status of the population involved in the project. The distribution of 
these instances is shown in Table VIL

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The 22.1 per cent listed under "no legal restraint" includes members of 
control groups who have never been charged with violating the law as well 
as all those instances in which reports indicate that a population is con- 
sidered non-delinquent and non-criminal, An additional 13.8 per cent did 
not describe the legal status of the population involved, Thus, 64.1 per 
cent had been charged with and 59.6 per cent had been convicted of violating 
the law. 

In summary, 83.1 per cent of the projects included in this analysis 
mentioned some characteristics of the population studied. Where the 
specific characteristics were mentioned, 78.7 per cent involved juveniles 
and youths; 78.5 per cent involved males; 56.5 per cent involved "addiction" 
populations; 22.1 per cent involved a population under no legal restraint; and 
64, 1 per cent involved populations charged with and 59.6 per cent convicted 
of violating the law. 

Investigations of the Correlates and Causes of Delinquent, Criminal and 
Associated Behavior 

"Correlates and causes" refer to those characteristics of the individual 
or his environment which the reporting investigators considered or sought 
to establish as factors influencing delinquent, criminal and associated be- 
havior. We divided these characteristics into four categories: 

(1) Personality Factors: This category includes the variety of individ- 
ual attributes which are generally thought of as "psychological", e.g., in- 
telligence, attitudes, dispositions, psychopathology. 

(2) Social Background Factors: This category also refers to attributes 
of individuals; however, the emphasis here is on the "'non-psychological", 


e.g., age, race, sex, socio-economic status and other ecological variables. 
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(3) Macro-Social Factors: Included here are aspects which pertain to 
society or culture "in the large", e.g., generalized economic conditions, 
cultural anomie, social change and social disorganization. 

(4) Situational Factors: As contrasted with category three, included 
here are aspects of the immediate social environmental or milieu factors, 
e.g., employment status, school attitudes, gang membership and family con- 
ditions. 

(Data concerning: "Treatment Variables", i.e. , those techniques by 
which the community seeks to reduce the probability or frequency of crimi- 
nal behavior will be presented in the following section. )

Of the total sample , 204 projects (53.0 per cent) were concerned with 
establishing correlates or causes of delinquent, criminal and associated 
(e.g., criminal "proneness") behavior and characteristics. Of the 504 items 
being investigated in 204 projects, only 11.7 per cent involved macro-social 
factors. An additional 21.3 per cent were concerned with situational factors. 
Taken together, these two types of factors account for only 23. 0 per cent 
of the total. The majority of instances were concerned with attributes of 
individuals - either personality or background factors (67.0 per cent). 
Projects Reporting on the Use of Treatment 

There were 173 projects reported as being concerned with the use of 


treatment; 212 were not, We divided treatment aspects into three categories: 
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target population (recipients of treatment), locus of treatment, and type of 
treatment. The data are presented in tables IX, X, and XI. 

Target Population: This subclassification is concerned with indicating the 
population to whom treatment was directed. Table VIII indicates the sub- 


divisions used for this category.

In most of the instances where the target population for treatment was 
indicated, 58.3 per cent were listed as undifferentiated offenders, e.g., 
juveniles who have a record of offenses, or a prison population. When com- 
bined, all offenders (parolees, probationers, and undifferentiated offenders) 
account for 78. 7 per cent of the population receiving treatment. Potential 
offenders account for only 21. 3 per cent. 

Locus of Treatment: The dimensions of "locus of treatment" which we 
sought to isolate, included in-community (schools-nonschools), and out-of- 
community special governmental institutions, Twelve projects in which 
treatment was involved, neglected to specify the locus of treatment. These 


have been omitted.

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In the majority of instances, treatment was dispensed in the community 
(62.8 per cent). Of these, a relatively small segment involved treatment in 
peta (10.9 per cent). The largest separate category, non-school com- 
munity (51.9 per cent), comprised such treatment loci as are involved in de- 
tached worker projects, church recreation programs and clinics for alco- 
holics. Governmental institutions, such as correctional and training 
schools, houses of detention and penitentiaries, comprised 37.2 per cent of 
loci of treatment. 

Type of Treatment: Of the 173 projects concerned with treatment, 38 did 
not specify the type of treatment involved. The remaining 135 projects re- 
ported a total of 181 instances of types of treatment. It shouldagainbe noted 
that some projects listed more than one type of treatment. By "treatment" 
is meant any type of intervention that is specifically designed to deter, cor- 
rect, or alter criminal, delinquent, or related (e. g., "ànti-social") behav- 
ior. Thus, together with the usual types of treatment (e.g., therapy) we 
include legal practices, recreation, time spent in institution (when specifi- 
cally mentioned as factors influencing criminal behavior).

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Table XI reveals an emphasis on traditional treatment techniques: 
individual and group counseling and therapy (38. 1 per cent) and educational 
and vocational training (19. 9 per cent). Together these traditional techniques 
account for 58, 0 per cent of the total number of instances. Probation, sus- 
pended sentence, and parole, which, taken together, account for only 17.6 
per cent of the total, are frequently combined with other types of treatment. 

In summary, the greatest number of those projects reporting treatment 
were concerned with some type of offender (78.7 per cent) - as opposed to 
potential offenders (21.3 per cent); involved the community, rather than 
special governmental institutions, as the locus of treatment (62.8 per cent 
as against 37. 2 per cent); and concentrated on the traditional approaches to 
treatment (53.0 per cent). 

Investigation of Police and Practice Pertaining to Offenders 

Of the 385 projects under analysis, only 52 were concerned with the de- 
terminants of policies and practices pertaining to offenders. We have clas- 
sified this information in terms of the dependent rather than the independent 
variable, i.e., in terms of the practices and policies themselves rather 
than their determinants.

Concern with the behavior of officers and personnel constituted the single 


largest category (31 per cent). Eighteen other projects which reported 
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policies and practices as dependent variables (also 31 per cent) did 


not specify which one in particular they were concerned with. 


Investigations of the Causes of Conditions Thought to Produce Crime 


Of the total sample, 116 projects (30.1 per cent) were concerned 
with the investigation of one or more crime-related dependent variables, 
i.e., correlations which are assumed on some ground to be causally 
related to crime or delinquency. For example, a project may have 
been concerned with investigating the causes of broken homes, where 


broken homes are assumed to produce delinquency.

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Environmental factors include those associated with the family (i.e.,fam- 
ily disorganization, child neglect) and those involving other community as- 
pects (e.g., gang membership, school membership, availability of employ- 
ment). Personality factors include psychopathology, alcoholism, etc. There 
is approximate equality of concern between environmental and personality 
factors. 

Age of Population vs Various Categories 

In order to discover the relationship between concerns with various age 
divisions and concern with other variables (e.g., race, locality, socio-eco- 
nomie status), we cross-tabulated these categories. Unfortunately, the re- 
sulting cases were so few as to make reliable statements about these 
relationships impossible. 

With respect to the relationship between concern with age and concern 
with such categories as current legal status, target population, treatment 
locus and type of treatment, the number of cases involved, though still rela- 
tively small, may give some picture of these relationships and are, there- 
fore, presented in Table XIV. 

Whereas the dominant legal status of juveniles who were reported as a 
sample were under no legal restraint (35.8 per cent), adults in this category 
represent only 14.3 per cent; youths are intermediate (29. 4 per cent). Of 
the populations involved which are in institutions, adults are more likely to 
be in correctional institutions than are juveniles or youths, (18.4 per cent 
as opposed to 3. 8 per cent and 5.9 per cent respectively) and less likely to 
be in training or rehabilitation institutions (10. 2 per cent as opposed to 21. 7 
per cent and 23,5 per cent respectively). 

Whereas correction (i.e., treatment for some type of offender) is the 


predominant concern for treatment in all age categories (approximately

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90 per cent for adults and approximately 70 per cent for juveniles and youths) 
the concern with prevention (i.e., treatment for potential offenders) among 
the younger age groups is approximately three times as great as for adults. 

In contrasting community and institution as loci of treatment, studies of 
adults are reported as centering in institutions much more frequently than 
are studies reported for either juveniles or youths. For obvious reasons 
the community school would not seem to readily lend itself to the treatment 
of adults, 

There seems to be no meaningful differences in types of treatment with 
respect to age grouping aside from a slight indication that parole and proba- 
tion tend to be used more frequently with adults. 

Conclusion 

The data presented above are based on information obtained by the method 
described in the introduction. This information was gathered together in or- 
der to provide a broad "overview" of a universe whose dimensions have been 
only dimly perceived, rather than for the pupose of providing the basis for a 
definitive statistical analysis. No rigorous sampling procedure was adopted 
and the Current Projects form was intentionally made nonrestrictive in or- 
der to obtain both as many project reports and as varied information as 
possible. 

There are two undesired consequences, however, of gathering informa- 
tion in this way. One is that we do not know to what extent the reported 
projects are representative of work being done in the field, The other is 
that we cannot be sure whether the datapresented above accurately describes 
the projects reported. In order to overcome these limitations, it is neces- 
sary to revise the method of gathering data. 


A technique we are now contemplating is a random sampling of a universe 
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of governmental, private and university organizations to whom detailed 
questionnaires will be sent. This technique (which would complement rather 
than replace current procedures) would decrease variability in reporting, 
would permit extrapolation of findings beyond the sample, and would enable 
the Research and Information Center to uncover trends in work being done 
in the field of crime and delinquency, by following the programs conducted 


by these organizations over a period of time,

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It has become customary to include a statement about the shortcomings 

of our scientific knowledge in the introductory remarks of a research study, 
theoretical essay, or report of a proposed "action" program concerned with 
the problems of crime and delinquency. This is not only true of studies 
about crime and delinquency but holds as well for the behavioral-sciences 
literature generally, Such prefatory comments, however, are not intended 
to be skeptical about the applicability of the scientific method to the study of 
man and society, On the contrary, their intent is to deplore the dearth of 
Social science research and to suggest that its meager fruits to date reflect 
only modern man's failure to invest enough effort in such research, Faith 
in the ability of science and scientific method to achieve the same remark- 
able results in dealing with man's personal and social problems as it has in 
those of his physical universe glows brighter today than ever. There re- 
mains only the painstaking research tasks necessary to (a) accumulate 
enough data, (b) organize the data into enough hypotheses and theories, 
(c) put the hypotheses and theories rigorously to the tests of empirical veri- 
fication, and (d) develop new hypotheses - and then repeat the process, end- 
lessly. (Implicit in and requisite to the growth and development of this pro- 
cess, of course, is the need for the refinement and accumulation of methodo- 
logical techniques for more accurate and efficientobservation, measurement, 
and collation of data. ) 

Nevertheless, the current scientific body of knowledge about the treat- 


ment, control and prevention of crime and delinquency is reflected as woe- 


fullyinadequate in the writings of the very students in the field who are most 
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vitally engaged in both research and practice. 
The Concepts of Causation 

With respect to our theoretical understanding of the etiology of crime and 
delinquency, there is little dispute among scholars about the lack of empiri- 
cal substantiation thereof; considerable dispute about the cogency of the 
variety of "special" and "limited" theories of causation; and a great deal of 
superficiality about our statements regarding "general" theories of causa- 
tion. Few, if any, voices can be heard to rise in challenge against the 
following judgments: 

"Little is known empirically about the origins of juvenile delinquency, 
although there are a number of sophisticated theoretical points of view bout 
the problem," 1 

"The etiology of delinquency has long been a controversial issue, and is 
particularly so at present, " 2 

"....the truth of the matter is that we have little in the way of a funda- 
mental understanding of the causation, prevention and treatment of delin- 
quency and even less about the adolescent and youth cultures of our country. 
Few of our theories of juvenile delinquency and programs to combat it have 
been derived from, or verified in a systematic fashion by, research de- 
signed to test and/or evaluate these hypotheses and programs, " y 

"The better known theories of juvenile delinquency are all in need of re- 
vision--the unknown and even unexplored areas are still vast, Our theories 
are still tentative and untried, and in some of the issues we have scarcely 
done more than ask the questions, " 4 

The Concept of Treatment and the Study of its Results 

Systematic efforts to measure or evaluate the effects of the treatment 


and rehabilitation of offenders have been disappointingly uncommon, In 
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short, no meaningful scientific generalizations about the effectiveness of 
any specifiable form or program of treatment for offenders - or "type" of 
offender-group - can be made. 

Barbara Woottonhas devoted the major section of her recent book, Social 
Science and Social Pathology, to an incisive documentation? of the failure of 
psychotherapies to assess their programs in a scientific manner, However 
valid their claims of success may be, and however justifiable the faith in 
the soundness of their underlying assumptions, the reported cases of 
" reformed' or "improved" testify only to the dedicated efforts and deep- 
seated convictions of a large and growing number of psychotherapists and 
their adherents, not to a growing body of scientific evidence, A 1960 Natio- 
nal Institute of Mental Health report that reviewed the research literature 
of psychotherapy states, "Generally, the psychotherapies which have since 
evolved from Freud's discoveries have had very uneven results with delin- 
quents, Very gifted psychotherapists have been able to achieve some suc- 
cess, but the skills that would be needed for a high success rate have not 
yet been specified sufficiently objectively to be available to practitioners in 


the basis for the selection of delinquents for whom

general, Furthermore, 
psychotherapy may be regarded as appropriate is still open to hot dispute," 
The fact of the matter is that the various types and methods of psycho- 
therapy have not been subjected to the kind of rigorous scientific analysis 
that alone would make possible (a) an objective delineation of the variables 
constitutive of the therapy method(s) and (b) an objective definition of the 
circumstances in which specifiable results have been controlled and 


measured, Indeed, a widely held belief among therapists themselves sug- 


gests an inherent refractoriness of therapy to scientific assessment: How 


art by means of the mechanistic measuring devices 
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of science? 

The dearth of significant and systematic efforts to evaluate treatment 
reflects the enormous methodological difficulties inherent in sucH re- 
search. As in all work on behavior change, the design of measures which 
are at once reliable and significant poses serious problems, It is diffi- 
cult to put the material to be evaluated in form suitable for appropriate 
statistical testing, Problems involved in using control groups are fre- 
quently insurmountable, With subjects who are engaged in special treat- 
ment programs from which they are eventually released, the desirability 
of evaluating changes after the immediate impact of the program necessi- 
tates follow-up activities in which the subjects are traced over a period of 
time, The difficulties presented by this procedure are obvious, 

Thus it is that very few known evaluative studies in the field of delin- 
quency treatment meet the criteria of well-designed experimentation, None 
of them has been incorporated into a body of theory which would spell out 
the domain of its application, Whether we are Speaking of probation and 
parole supervision or the variety of institutional treatment programs, the 
evaluation of correctional effectiveness generally is in its pioneering stage. 
Although there is a large classical literature on family casework, there are 
few evaluative studies of treatment in which the delinquent and his family 
are treated as a unit, Accordingly, no meaningful scientific generaliza- 
tions about the effectiveness of family casework exist, 

There are no existing evaluation studies of the effects of educational 
and/or vocational training programs for delinquents or "pre-delinquents," 
Similarly, no evaluative literature exists at present regarding the effects 
of police or court programs for delinquents, 


The closest approximation to an evaluative study of a community- 
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oriented program - in which coordination of available community resour- 
ces is the independent variable of treatment - is the St, Paul experiment 
in child welfare, However, the study contained no control group, no 
analysis of variations within the program, and no analysis of its effective- 
ness in the location of cases. 

How do we know that treatment in any of its variety of forms as prac- 
ticed by the psychiatrist, the clinical psychologist, or the social worker 
is having any desirable effect on the offender? The answer is that we do 
not yet know in a scientifically verifiable sense, By and large our belief 
in the efficacy of modern treatment methods rests on a "liberal-Christian" 
tradition of faith that a benevolent "understanding" and tolerant approach 
will be met by a positive response on the part of the person who is being 
rescued from a set of "evil" or "tension-producing" circumstances, 

Generally, in all the related fields utilizing modern methods of therapy, 
there is a strongly felt concern that our knowledge is inadequate for re- 
lating treatment procedures and goals to actual problems of living: to 
interpersonal relations of the family, and to the larger social-cultural 
world, Probably the gaps in knowledge and divergencies of emphasis 
among therapists are felt with special keenness in the treatment of delin- 
quents, For here, the question that arises constantly to plague the psycho- 
therapist concerns the role of social-cultural reality in determining the 
behavior and feelings of the delinquent subject, Here the therapist cannot 
escape the challenge of helping his patient translate private psychic gains 
into more adaptive behavior for a "natural" environment that is typically 
beset with disorganizing social pressures. This, for example, has led to 
an increased emphasis on experimentation with new settings and techniques 


of treatment, such as various forms of group and "milieu" therapy, and 
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"aggressive" individual or family casework, both in the institution and the 
natural community habitat of the subject, 

Thus it is that increasingly the success claims of a treatment program 
are made in guarded terms and subject to skeptical review, Far too often 
enthusiastic claims have been made that a given treatment program "works' 
in an aura of happy confidence that this is so even if there is no scientific 
evidence as to "why" it works, Unfortunately, such confidence is seldom 
warranted, For if something works, unless we have some clear notions as 
to why, we may not be able to say what it was that worked in such a manner 
that it can be communicated and replicated, The practical application of 
knowledge depends upon our ability to repeat the fundamental aspects of a 
program, But if we do not know how to describe what happened in the first 
place - even if it worked - we have no way of benefiting from the experi- 
ence, 

Too frequently, then, if something "works" it is decided that this is so 
for the reasons given by the person most involved or responsible- -though 
he cannot tell us why it works; "....or we decide that the most startling 
or unusual feature is the critical one--though it may be irrelevant; or we 
decide that it is everything about the situation that is responsible--an 


apparently sophisticated approach which is in fact a paralyzing supersti- 
tion, "7 
The Concepts of Prevention 
This state of scientific knowledge about the causes and cures of delin- 
quency has been especially vulnerable to attack when applied to prevention 
programs, "Prevention programs do not (a) define precisely the nature 
of the services offered, (b) describe the customers, or (c) spell out how 


the effectiveness of the program will be measured, Instead, the programs 
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usually reflect the firmly held opinion of the sponsor of delinquency and ways 
to deal with it, D 

In much harsher terms, before a special subcommittee on juvenile delin- 
quency of the 84th Congress, Saul Alinsky reported, "Every year we find 
the fund-raising literature of nearly all agencies dealing with youth making 
the same claims directly or indirectly. Everyone in this field is armed 
with a foolproof formula which is veritably a heads-I-win, tails-you-lose 
proposition, Statistics are used here, as has once been Said, as a drunk 
uses à lamp post, not for light but for support. They work in a community 
and if the delinquency rate goes down, they did it, 1f the rate remains un- 
changed, they held the line, And if the rate goes up, think how much higher 
it would have gone if they hadn't been there, And at the end of the year the 
national rate keeps mounting !"9 

The sum of everything stated above, by way of criticizing our knowledge 
about the causes and cures of crime and delinquency, is tantamount to 
saying that we have not done enough scientific research on any pertinent 
aspect or class of the phenomena involved, Accordingly, our theoretic 
understanding remains speculative, empirically unsubstantiated, and com- 
posed of an aggregate of contradictory, unrelated, and disputing segments, 
And our practices of control and treatment remain logically and objectively 
unjustified, 

The flaws in our research enfeeble our theory and make pompous our 
practice. 

Research Needs 

The major objective of the National Research and Information Center is 

to provide systematic and current information about research and practice 


bearing directly upon the problems of the prevention, treatment, and 
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control of crime and delinquency. To achieve this goal, special emphasis 
in the beginning years of the center will be placed upon the need to help de- 
fine more clearly the substantive areas in which research is developing 
relevant to the study of crime and delinquency. The collation of information 
about "current projects" which is contained in the report written by Messrs. 
Moz and Weingarten represents a first step in this direction, Only with the 
accumulation of such information during the coming months and years will 
their tentative framework grow into an increasingly useful taxonomic scheme 
that will reflect accurately the nature, scope and intensity of the research 
efforts being invented in the study of crime and delinquency. 

The implications of the fruition of this enterprise require little elabora- 
tion. The development of more efficient and effective communications 
among social scientists concerned with the study of crime and delinquency 
could help orient their research efforts toward the need for better theoreti- 
calintegration, as well as reducing significantly the time and energy that 
often goes into a "search of the literature" for methodological and con- 
ceptual suggestions in the preparation of a research design. Similarly, as 
evaluative studies become increasingly prominent, the systematic communi- 
cation of information thereon can help promote the interest of practice 
agencies in the objective assessment of their policies and programs and in- 
spire their adoption of experimental" practices. 

Types of Research Studies 

In view of the generally held opinion that the paucity of systematic re- 
search continues to frustrate the development of scientific, theoretical ex- 
planations of crime and delinquency - and, consequently, the development 


of effective treatment, control and prevention practices - it would be useful 
to help document the validity of the charge, One is led thereby to define 
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more clearly what aspects of the phenomena involved are indeed being 
addressed by research and which are being flagrantly neglected, 

We wish, therefore, to direct our inquiry toward the development of a 
systematic and objective assessment of contemporary research needs rele- 
vant to the establishment of the effective treatment, control and prevention 
of crime and delinquency. Based largely upon a review of the "current 
projects" contained in this report, the following is offered as a preliminary 
and general listing of the substantive areas in which various degrees and 
kinds of research effort have been expended, Clarification and modifica- 
tion of the categories included will eventuate as subsequent coverage allows 
the establishment of a more adequate basis for determining the "universe" 
of research efforts. 

Comparative (& Cross Cultural) Studies 

There is a notable lack of data, systematically collected and organized, 
requisite to meaningful comparison of the distributions and patterns of 
crime and delinquency in the various cities and regions of the United States. 
Broadscale, comparative studies of the incidence and typology of crime and 
delinquency in the variety of social-cultural contexts of American society 
would contribute significantly to our understanding of their relationship to 
the processes of urbanization, industrialization and the attendant changes in 
family, economic, and edücgdonet institutions, At the very least, such 
studies could begin to provide the kind of "baseline" data so essential to 
the objective assessment of delinquency control and prevention strategies. 

The conceptual and methodological difficulties inherent in the effective 
design and conduct of such studies are many and profound, Perhaps an 
important indication of the inactivity of the social sciences will emerge as 


such studies materialize. 
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Community and "Area" Studies 

"Community" studies that have been undertaken with the problems of 
crime and delinquency directly in mind have focused on the concept of "high 
delinquency area," Such studies have fairly well established that the delin- 
quency risk is higher in the lower socio-economic neighborhoods undergoing 
rapid transition, They have documented the high rates of delinquency con- 
tributed by the "inner-city" area occupied by successive groups ontheir way 
to assimilation into American culture, 

However, much more needs to be known about the dynamics of modern 
community life in terms of the forms of social and cultural structures that 
are likely to develop in the course of the current transformations in Ameri- 
can life, We need to determine the objective grounds on which to assess 
those aspects of the community - or changes in its institutional structure - 
which increase or decrease the risk of delinquency, In short, we need mwh 
more in the way of empirically definable terms by which the concept of com- 
munity can be understood and identified, "What social and cultural structures 
and institutions are constitutive of community" in modern urban society? 

The issue at stake is the manner in which the life of a community can 
achieve the necessary stability in its various spheres of human activity so 
that its youth are positively integrated, How can such stability be achieved 
ina society of rapidly changing neighborhoods and community life? 

Implicit in the burgeoning of the diverse delinquency prevention and con- 
trol programs around the country are a series of assumptions about the 
nature, functions, and inter-relationships of the major institutions con- 
stitutive of modern community life - i.e., about the role of the School, 


family, church, law enforcement, social welfare agencies, government, etc. 


We have just begun to ask significant, researchable questions and to pose 
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theoretical issues about the dynamic, organizational structure of community 
life, We have not yet undertaken the kind of research efforts demanded, 
Thus, for example, despite our emphasis on the importance of research 
about the family and the effects of its practices, values, and structure upon 
child rearing and socialization of the young, we have nothing but vague 
generalizations about the impact of the larger community context of social 
forces upon the family itself, Accordingly, our practices and policies are 
devoid of intervention strategies impinging upon the family that might help 
to stabilize and vitalize its positive functions and responsibilities toward 
children and youth, 

However, there is reason to hope that an accelerating interest evidenced 
on the part of cities throughout the country in the design and application of 
"community-wide" approaches to delinquency prevention will stimulate a 
spate of sophisticated community studies in the near future, Especially 
promising in this respect is the new Federal Anti-delinquency program con- 
ducted under the auspices of the President's Committee on Juvenile Delin- 
quency and Youth Crime. The major objective of this program is to stimu- 
late the development of comprehensive, coordinated, community approaches 
to delinquency prevention by means of financial grants to support a number 
of demonstration projects in communities prepared to mobilize all of their 
relevant resources for a total attack on the problem, Any community 
interested in securing such a grant must design a program which meets the 
following criteria established by a Technical Review Committee of the 
Federal Government: 

1, Comprehensiveness, The proposal must show evidence of concern 


with the development of a strategy of integrated programs and services 


directed toward the major sources of youth problems related to delinquency, 
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2. Wide Involvement and Active Cooperation of Public and Private 
Agencies in the Community, 

3. Local Financial Commitments, 

4, Transferability of successful programs to other areas of the city, 

5, Built-in Evaluation, i. e,, theprogram must incorporate plans for 
the systematic assessment of its effects, 

The implications of the last criterion are particularly important with 
respect to the promise of community studies in the future, Cities as poten- 
tial applicants are being conscientiously advised about the critical nature 
of the evaluation process as an essential program component, In this, the 
applicant is required to collect and organize extensive "baseline data" in 
order to help measure future changes that might be effected by the proposed 
program, 

Also explicitly indicated in the criteria is a profound emphasis on the 
need for a careful planning phase to be undertaken by the applicant prior to 
the launching of a demonstration program. Accordingly, staff consultants 
of the Federal Program help define the nature of the planning required of 
potential applicants in such terms as: (1) the organizational structure of 
the planning body - which must include representation from the city govern- 
ment, the school system, key youth-serving agencies, and skilled research 
talent; (2) the need to conceptualize, carefully and systematically, the 
meaning of an adequate, comprehensive community plan of delinquency 
prevention; (3) the development of clearly conceived research efforts neces- 
sary for the evaluative phase of the project, including the collection of base- 
line data - (a) about the nature and:extent of youth services currently 
available, in order to identify program needs and priorities, (b) for later 


evaluation of the program's impact, (c) to contribute to basic knowledge 
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of delinquency causation, 

Itis apparent that once such "comprehensive" community studies are 
undertaken in accordance with the canons of scientific investigation - and 
the kind of baseline data suggested above emerges - then it follows that 
some of the basic research needs referred to under the section on ''compa- 
rative studies" will be fulfilled. 

Studies of Social Institutions 

Although it cannot be asserted that we are faced with a serious dearth 
of research studies bearing upon the relationship of delinquency to particu- 
lar community institutions vital to the development of youth (especially in 
the case of family studies), in an important sense we are still standing at 
the frontiers of research in this area, We have little in the way of a cumu- 
lative, organized body of scientific knowledge about the functional relation- 
ship of delinquent behavior to any given institution of modern community 
life, And this lack is even more evident with respect to our knowledge 
about the convergent effects of several social institutions upon delinquent 
behavior, 

The component institutions of community life, singly or in concert, may 
serve to control or generate delinquent behavior by the way in which they 
order expectations and responses to certain types of youthful behavior. That 
is, as often happens, the behavior of youth which in itself is not seriously 
delinquent produces reactions on the part of important sectors of the com- 
munity which feeds back on the individual to direct him toward a fullfledged 
delinquent identification, This commonly takes the form of family rejection 
when a youngster's behavior violates important values as perceived by the 
parent, Or, school failure may constitute a form of institutional rejection 


which may lead to the youngster's alienation from conventional society and 
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make him vulnerable to a delinquent orientation; or unemployment may be 
experienced by youth as a form of institutional rejection, 

In short, there is great need for scientific information about the ways in 
which the various institutions integral to the life of a community contribute 
to the definition of the delinquent role for youth, who might otherwise be 
spared, as an unintended consequence of the social control measures em- 
ployed, measures that serve to alienate the youth further from conventional 
patterns of conduct, 


"Many steps enter into the production of delinquency from 
deviation through legal violation, detection, report of detec- 
tion, referral, disposition and outcome. At each of these 
Stages there is a wide array of possible alternatives, Re- 
ferrals by family, schools or police are typically correlated 
with different types of deviance. Different agencies are not 
only differentially sensitive to types of deviance, but also 
their sensitivity is conditioned by facts about the deviant him- 
Self, such as his age, ethnic status, socialclass, the setting 
in which the deviancy is observed, etc. Most longitudinal 
studies which investigate the effect of one of these variables, 
say race, do not take into account the interaction with other 
stages in the process, But this is an area in which the effects 
of sequences of interactions are likely to be very great, and 
in which single agency studies do not provide much material 
which can be generalized... (The development of research in 
this area) will be extremely important in providing a full ac- 
count of the social characteristics of delinquency and in the 
construction of a general theory which will enable us to under- 
stand the natural history of delinquent career and their rela- 
tion to normal development, " I 


For example, the ways in which the school contributes to the definition 
of the delinquent role is in need of extensive scientific study, The complex 
factors impinging upon the youth, within and without the school setting, that 
bears directly on his "dropping out" has long been recognized as a major 
and dramatic problem which schools and communities have been struggling 
to control, largely in vain, Our knowledge of what these factors are and 


how they combine in the life of youth to constitute them as "school dropouts" 


remains essentially superficial, while the conditions which breed the 
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problem persist fundamentally unchallenged. 

The recent widespread interest in the problems of youth unemployment 
and its relation to delinquency promises to direct more research attention 
on both the educational and the economic structure of modern community 
life as the ever-increasing demands of our economy for more Skilled and 
professional manpower makes the "uneducated" and "poorly educated" seg- 
ments of our population unemployable, We can expect to see very soon a 
number of studies on (a) the institutional patterns and services (or lack 
thereof) that mediate the transition of youth from school to work, (b) the 
objective structure of employment opportunities available to youth; (c) the 
social and psychological obstacles that prevent certain segments of the 
youth population from taking advantage of existing employment opportunities, 
There are already underway a number of experimental programs designed 
to help "economically disadvantaged" and "poorly motivated" youth make 
their transition from school to work more successful, Limited in number 


as these programs are, the encouraging thing here is that many of them are 


being subjected to systematic, evaluative research, 


Subculture and Peer Group Studies 


There is general acknowledgment that our understanding of juvenile 
delinquency will be furthered by studies of society which help account for 


the development of deviant subgroups in general, including not only delin- 


quents but also other groups whose patterns of behavior are contrary to 


those of conventional society, More information is needed about those 


aspects of American society and culture which generate deviant groups 


and subcultures; about the evolution of such subcultures, from the creation 


of deviant individuals to the manner in which they come together to form 
a collectivity with a common "culture"; about the nature of the relations 
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of such subcultures to the conventional culture, 

Such studies should be helpful to an understanding of the evolution and 
preservation of delinquent groups, A number of classification schemes 
have already been formulated in an effort to identify types of delinquent sub- 
cultures on the basis of their relations to certain characteristics of the 
neighborhoods in which they form, A great deal more research remains to 
be done in order to validate the empirical reality and identity of such hypo- 
thesized types of delinquent subcultures, as well as their processes of for- 
mation, growth, preservation, and dissolution, 

At the same time, more information needs to be collected about the 
manner in which individuals are recruited into delinquent groups through 
interaction with their peer and other community and neighborhood groups or 
agents, 

Studies in Adolescent Role Development 

Much more systematic information is needed about the developmental 
Sequences through which youth pass on their way from childhood to adult- 
hood, A large number of studies and provocative theoretical formulations 
have addressed the problems of adolescence, Thus, we find the literature 
bountifully interspersed with colorful concepts of youth as "culturally de- 
prived" "rebels without a cause" who have been "alienated from adult 
society" and strike back with malicious violence out of the unconscious 
depths of their "reaction formations." Or else they are the tribe of 
"vanishing adolescents, " floundering in a "psychosocial moratorium" and 
destined to "grow up absurd," 

As stated above, research needs to be directed to a better understanding 


of the nature of adolescent problems in relation to the institutional structure 


of modern community life. We need a concentration of research effort on 
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the social psychology of adolescent role development. These studies would 
examine and define the young person's dynamic and changing relationships 
with the basic institutions of the community instrumental to his growth and 
development, and to the variety of peer groups with which he is associated 
throughout his adolescent career, From the gathering of such data might 
emerge theoretical formulations regarding the structure and functions of 
youth groups ranging from personal friendships through cliques, gangs, con- 
ventional organizational activities, etc., which would be helpful in predict- 
ing when groups of young people tend to be cut away from the conventional 
community and drift in the direction of antisocial behavior, ll 
Evaluative Research Studies 

The rise of public concern about the problems of crime and delinquency 
and the demand for action that will result in their control is too easily re- 
flected in an intensification and expansion of treatment and prevention pro- 
grams which are justified on the pragmatic grounds of urgency rather than 
on their objectively determined merits. The agencies and personnel 
charged with the responsibility for the treatment, control, and prevention 
of crime and delinquency typically are not afforded the luxury of time, skills 
and equipment necessary to design and test the programs and policies 
which they administer. So it is that such programs, in the main, continue 
to operate on the basis of principles and concepts derived from the philo- 
sophic convictions and traditions of a revered professional discipline, or 
hastily forged from the tentative findings of an ingeniously devised and 
novel experiment in the control of human behavior. 

It is generally acknowledged among the spokesmen of agencies adminis- 
tering programs directed toward the treatment, control and prevention of 


delinquency that "scientific" evidence about the effectiveness of their 
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efforts is sadly lacking. Who can say, on this basis, that probation or 
parole supervision works effectively in what ways, on whom, under 

What circumstances and why? Who knows in this sense what effects of a 
given form of individual or group psychotherapy are, on what type of offen- 
der? Nota single delinquency prevention program has dared to claim 
Scientific justification for its reported success, In short, we do not know 
of any treatment, control, or prevention project that is effective in an ob- 
jectively determinable way, As indicated above, we know of some mea- 
sures that seem to work -but even here we are by no means confident of 
the reasons as to why it works, or on whom it works, or under what circum 
Stances it will continue to work. 

However, gradually and sometimes dramatically, the time, money and 
talent is being discovered by service agencies to assess their programs 
and policies methodically, And although it may be that only a relatively 
small proportion of the projects concerned with evaluating program effec- 
tiveness reported upon in this publication reflect a Sophisticated methodo- 
logy, it is significant that more than 15 per cent of the total number of pro- 
jects submitted described themselves as "evaluation studies, " 

The problem of assuring the objective evaluation of service programs is 
a difficult one and perhaps requires the development of special methods to 
prevent conflict between the action and research aspects of a program. 
Perhaps much of the difficulty that cürrently inhibits efforts to join "social 
reSearch" with "social action" into an integrated and mutually enriching 
undertaking might be eliminated if the personnel on both sides would more 
fully appreciate the fact that there is no inherent conflict of principle be- 
tween the ideals and objectives of social science research and those of 


"social action" Programs, On the contrary, social science will gain 
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immeasurably as it finds more ready access to the data of human behavior 
involved in the complex problems with which social agencies and "social 
action" groups are dealing. And the latter will better understand the dis- 
crepancies between their goals and their practices. 

Various successful approaches to the problems have been devised. The 
State Department of Corrections and the Youth Authority in California have 
a model commonly found in industry. That is, substantial, operational 
research units have been installed in these agencies and they are conduc- 
ting some basic research projects concerned with evaluating the correc- 
tional effectiveness of a variety of treatment programs. 

Another solution to the problem has been effected in some projects by 
contracting with a research facility that is under the administration of a 
structure independent of that of the action program per se. And the Provo 
Utah, experiment conducted by Dr. LaMar T. Empey is another noteworthy 
example of a very carefully designed research project directed toward the 
evaluation of a clearly delineated form of "group" treatment for delinquent 
youth. 12 

Special research centers - such as the Center for Social Research at 
the University of Michigan, the Youth Studies Center at the University of 
Southern California, and the Youth Development Center at Syracuse Uni- 
versity - committed to undertake "action-research" tasks at the request 
of practice agencies and institutions, are already in existence and fast 
proving their worth, 

New forms of such research enterprises can be expected to evolve in 
the near future as the interest in and demand for evaluative research 
13 


gathers momentum, In the vision of one writer’ is the eventual emer- 


gence of an integrated research organization encompassing the spectrum 
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from basic research on behavior in general to application on a specific 
problem in the community. The organization is viewed as supporting un- 
committed inquiry, development, design, field testing, training and follow- 
through, with each stage maintaining dynamic relationships with its neigh- 
bor in the chain of command, Such an installation would not be primarily 
committed to service and its support should not depend upon the production 
of demonstrable effects in any one area of behavior, especially over the 
short run; i. e., it would not be addressed solely to any one problem area 
Such as delinquency. Its connection with services in the community would 
be extremely general and flexible, Only with this kind of liaison with prac- 
tice agencies in the community could the development and formulation of 
principles of human behavior find their way efficiently into trial applica- 
tions in the community, New types of treatment could he explored readily - 
especially those which blend therapeutic measures with growth and learning 
in the very young. This could also lead to work with new units of treatment 
such as the neighborhood group, the play group and the group in an insti- 
tution, 

This suggests further the need and possibility of developing residential 
centers devoted wholly to treatment research, Although many institutions 
for the confinement of offenders (juvenile or adult) are committed to varias 
forms of treatment, the significant development of treatment research is 
often seriously hampered in these settings because of the pressures on the 
institution's administration to serve the primary interests of detention. 
State training schools, for example, are so burdened with these pressures 
that the treatment program itself is limited, and, consequently, the nature 
and amount of research that can be undertaken, 


Thus, the need for special treatment research centers is clearly 
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indicated, Such centers would, of course, require adequate financing; and 
be allowed to set their own limits and control on the size and composition 
of the client population as defined by research needs. 

'The practical implications of such centers are obvious. In time they 
would radiate the development of new techniques and results of evaluation 
to other residential institutions and provide significant training experiences 
by means of residencies for the direct transmission of treatment techniques 
and the concepts of effective, over-all institutional programs. 

In addition, and perhaps even more crucial, the continuity of research 
possible under these conditions would provide for an accumulation of data 
not obtainable any other way. Here, then, would be made available the 
opportunity for major developments in methods of sampling, organizing and 
reporting data, And only when such systematically collected and organized 
data accumulates, can we look forward to the formulation of empirically 
based theoretical explanations of human behavior that will be translatable 
into definable and measurable programs for the treatment, control, and 
prevention of crime and delinquency. 

This is the key issue of research in problems of crime and delinquency 
and their treatment, control, and prevention, How can our research effarts 
not only be expanded and intensified in all substantive areas by all relevant 
behavioral disciplines, but, how can we also begin to coordinate and inte- 
grate the various research efforts effectively so that they bear upon com- 
mon theoretical concepts and problems and thus lead to the cumulative 
growth of scientific knowledge? How can our practice and action programs 
incorporate research so that there is a mutual enrichment in the design 
and conduct of both subsequent research and practice efforts? We have 


reached a stage in our thinking, and dealing with, the problems of crime 
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and delinquency, so that in modified form, Kant's dictum is very pertinent 
to our efforts: "Practice without research is blind, and research without 
practice is empty," 

Clearly, there are many specific problem areas related importantly to 
delinquency and crime about which reference has not been made in the 
above statement of research needs, Based upon an examination of the pro- 
ject reports contained in this publication, we have been concerned only to 
point to the major directions research must take if it is to help lay the 
Scientific groundwork for the development of systematic theories about 
crime and delinquency - theories which are essential to the construction 
of measurably effective practices and programs. 

The Evaluation of Research 

Among the most perplexing and profound issues to be raised about cur- 
rent social science research is the question of judging the value or signi- 
ficance of a given piece of research, or certain types of research, At this 
time it is necessary for the Research and Information Center to refrain 
from exercising any judgments of this nature. 

The members of the social science community respond in a variety of 
ways to the problem of judging the significance of scientific endeavors in 
the study and control of human behavior. Some of the "purists" would deny 
the possibility of establishing any objective basis for judging the relative 
value of a research project beyond a determination that the canons of 
Scientific procedure were rigidly adhered to by the investigator. For them, 
the only scientifically legitimate meaning of a project's merit is a matter 
of methodological sophistication viz., Have the "operational" steps of the 
investigation been taken with scientific precision in the processes of obser- 


vation and verification demanded by the hypothesis in question? The 
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question is not what you do, but how scientifically you do it, 

Some social scientists insist that the significance of a research effort 
may be judged on the basis of the theoretical relevance of its findings. Is 
a given research project explicitly designed with reference to the implica- 
tion of its findings for the validity of a stated theory of human behavior? 
The primary aim of research, in this view, is to contribute to the develop- 
ment of ever broader, theoretical understanding of human behavior, 

Finally, there are some social scientists who believe that the worth of 
research is to be measured primarily in terms of the application of its 
findings to the solution of the practical problems men face in societal life. 

It is the hope of the Center to help establish a generally acceptable 
basis, composed of &pombineoE of the above criteria, upon which the 


significance of research efforts can be assessed.

The New York House of Refuge was the first institution 
specifically designed for the incarceration and treatment 
of juvenile delinquents in the United States. Founded in 
1824 in New York City by the Society for the Reformation 
of Juvenile Delinquents, the institution remained active 
until 1935 when it was merged with the New York State 
Correctional system. 


This study is envisioned as an historical analysis of the 
institution during its early years, the men who operated 

it, and the children who were its inmates. The public 
philosophy of the organization, as it relates to delinquency 
causation and treatment, will be studied through an analysis 
of the published documents of the Society. The relative 
reliability of such public statements will be checked against 
the internal records of the institution. Case histories of 
inmates will be selected and studied as well as pertinent 
administrative and identure records.

A preliminary descriptive analysis was completed and showed 
that almost all of the study respondents had used alcoholic 
beverages; 88 percent of those who used alcohol had been 
intoxicated at some time; the median age at time of first 
alcoholic drink was 16,6 years -- at time of first intoxica- 
tion, 17. 4 years; the percent in each age group who had been 
intoxicated decreased with age at time of first drink; and 29 
percent of the alcoholic beverage users claimed that they 
were intoxicated at the time they committed the offense for 
which they had been sent to prison.

After this "drying out period", they are taken to a 
courtroom where two of the Probation Officers who under~ 
stand the problem from personal experience explain the 
details of the Municipal Court Alcoholic Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram as well as the program and operation of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, Usually two to five members of A,A., who 
give of their time and energy voluntarily, also speak to 
these groups.

For the past three years research has been conducted at the 
Law School of the University of Chicago on juror's reactions 
to alternative legal criteria of responsibility in a sequence 
of experimental cases, involving a plea of insanity. 


The primary aim of this research is to assess the effects 

on jury verdicts and on the nature of jury deliberations of 

the traditional M'Naghten or right-from-wrong criterion and 
the more recent Durham or product-of-mental disease formula 
as each is presented along with variations in expert psychia- 
tric testimony. Thus far we have replicated two criminal 
trials involving a plea of insanity, Inthe first, the defen- 
dant was charged with housebreaking and in the second he 

was charged with incest. The former was played before 20 
juries in Chicago and St. Louis and the latter before 68 juries 
in Chicago, St. Louis, and Minneapolis. 


The experimental procedure in both instances was the same: 
with the consent and assistance of the judges of the court in 
each of the above jurisdictions, jurors as part of their regu- 
lar period of service were called upon to listen to a recorded 
trial, based on an actual transcript, that lasted from 60 to 90 
minutes. Before the trial each juror filled out a questionnaire 
which elicited much the same information as that acquired 
during an extensive voir dire or pre-trial examination. After 
the trial but before the deliberation, each juror stated his own 
verdict. The deliberations were recorded and later transcrib- 
ed. After the deliberations each juror filled out another 
questionnaire concerning his reactions to the trial, the deliber- 
ation, and the group verdict. It is believed that this investiga- 
tion, of juror's reactions to an insanity plea will have impor- 
tant practical implications in the formulation of social policy.

The purpose of this study was to examine, in view of the 
psychosocialfindings, the criteria by which placement for 
children is recommended, The study makes a contribution 
toward showing the need for the development of objective, 
individually focused criteria for removing children from 
their own homes. 


The criteria used by Carl Rogers in Clinical Treatment Of The 
Problem Child was used as a tool in evaluating the efficacy of 
the recommendation for placement in twenty-four cases at the 
court. There was also an attempt to analyze the social and 
psychological milieu in those cases when placement recommen- 
dations were implemented to determine if this was the indicated 
treatment. 


Our findings suggest that the data examined in light of Rogers! 
criteria are likely to point up those children who should remain 
in their own homes and those who should be placed. Rogers! 
criteria are slanted toward keeping a child in his own home 
since it is the home and the community to which the child needs 
to adjust. The literature unanimously agree that placing a 
child away from his home is a radical remedy to be undertaken 
as a last resort, Dealing with a child in his home is a more 
natural way which does not deprive the individual unnecessar- 
ily of his freedom. Unfortunately, when children are commit-

Inasmuch as suicide is primarily a matter of intention, the 
Center Staff conducts comprehensive "Psychological autop- 
sies" (focussing on the life-style of the deceased as obtained 
through interviews and other data from individuals who knew 
him).

Two months were spent in intensive participant observation 
of a delinquent group and a drug addict group of the theft 
subculture. A cursory analysis of youth serving agency 
recording in contact with the groups, and a systematic 
analysis of the content of group conversation were the 
secondary instruments of the study, Supplementary for- 
mal interviews based on a schedule previously devised 
were also undertaken.

The study was designed to test the effectiveness of treatment 
by using a subject group of 17 children meeting certain study 
criteria and a control group of 18 children meeting similar 
criteria except for the fact that the controls received no treat- 
ment. The same criteria of total life adjustment was applied 
to both experimental and control groups. 


Each child in both groups was interviewed as outlined on stand- 
ard forms available for this research. Parents, teachers and 
community people were interviewed to ascertain the true pre- 
sent adjustment of the children involved. School records were 
examined to determine the overall adjustments of the children 
being studied, All this information including age, I.Q.'s, read- 
ing and arithmetic scores, school failures, School achievement, 
present school status, known delinquencies and community action 
were evaluated for statistical significance. 


The major hypothesis of the study was that children who received 
treatment would adjust after treatment with fewer breakdowns 
than those children who had been referred for help, but had nev- 
er received treatment during the time they were in elementary 
School, The objective data available in the research did not 
support the hypothesis. However there was insufficient evidence 
to reject the null hypothesis that there was no difference between 
the experimental group and the control group. It is possible 
that other variables might have produced other results. What- 
ever the approach the answer must be found. There are simply 
not enough institutions in existence to care let alone treat all 
children needing help.

A check was made of their 
cumulative records in school to determine their scores on 
tests of mental ability and school achievement and also the 
marks given to them by teachers in arithmetic and reading. 
Those boys who were in the bottom twenty per cent as far 
as intelligence goes were compared with all others on 
information as to home situation, school relationships and 
neighborhood relationships in the police records. 


A similar comparison was made between those who have 
failing records in arithmetic and reading with those who 
had made normal progress in these subjects. Each of 
these groups were divided into repeaters and non-repeat- 
ers on the basis of whether or not police records for the 
years 1954 through 1956 have evidence of additional com- 
plaints, 


For those boys whoshowed patterns which on this statistical 
basis are associated with repeating, interviews were held 
with the youngsters and their teachers to get a picture of the 
extent to which school experiences may have been associated 
in any way with either their continuation or discontinuation 
of delinquent behavior.

A. Plan to Control School Truancy.

Problem: About 5 years ago Muskegon County, Michigan was 
made aware that truancy was becoming an ever increasing prob- 
lem on a county-wide basis. Of even greater concern, was the 
fact that a majority of these school truants were later being re- 
ferred for other acts of a delinquent nature. 


Hypothesis: (1) The problem had become serious enough to 
warrant legal and social aid to the public schools. (2) Truancy 
often results in other delinquency. (3) The Michigan State Law 
compelling children to attend school until age 16 is sound. 


Method: One probation officer in the Juvenile Court is directly 
concerned with the program as a special assignment in addi- 
tion to his regular case load. Following a pattern of truancy 
early treatment is desired: (1) A first truancy is handled by 
the principal. (2) A second truancy is handled at a conference 
between the principal, the parents and the child, (3) A third 
truancy is reported to the attendance officer. (4) Continued 
truancy is referred to the Staff of the Juvenile Court, (5) The 
Probation Officer holds a conference with the parents and the 
child. (6) The child reports weekly to the probation officer. 
(7) Weekly conferences are held between attendance officers 
and probation officer regarding progress. (8) The case is 
made official and brought before the Judge if delinquency be- 
comes involved or if truancy becomes extreme. 


Findings: The Program: (1) Discourages truancy; (2) Adds 


support to school authority; (3) Aids enforcement of a State 
Law; (4) Discovers potential delinquents.

The gifted Parolee Unit was set up as a specialized supervision 
unit for the treatment of offenders, who are superior intellect- 
ually or in the possession of talents, It was felt that with a maxi- 
mum caseload of 30 parolees, and individualized approach could 
be used to explore and utilize necessary resources for the treat- 
ment of these offenders. 


The aim is to assist in the adjustment of gifted parolees by help- 
ing them develop their potentialities and attempting to change or 
modify their attitudes, values and goals, The focus of our 
treatment approach with parolees, who present no outstanding 
emotional problems, has been in the area of vocational guidance 
and counselling in pursuing school or training programs, It is 
felt that vocational guidance can be pursued simultaneously 

with psycho-therapeutic services available in our Mental Hy- 
giene Unit and other sources. Since it is realized that develop- 
ing skill in themselves will not considerably improve adjust- 
ments, the treatment approach includes assistance to parolees 
in home adjustments, community living, developing leisure time 
and recreational facilities to help in improving parolee behavior 
and attitudes, 


About 45 of 60 parolees in the unit are presently attending high 
school, college, or trade schools. Since some parolees have 
experienced difficulty in meeting tuition costs, we have assisted 
three parolees in obtaining partial Scholarships while several 
additional parolees have been assisted in obtaining Federal 
Student Loans, No parolee has been prevented from attending 
School because of lack of funds, Through our assistance, a 
parolee with literary experience obtained an ass gnment as a 
reporter on a newspaper.

Due to other agency needs and priorities, we agreed to accept 
referral of all Jewish boys coming to the attention of the Pal- 
mer Park Precinct which is located in the area of heaviest 
local Jewish population. 


In offering the service on an experimental basis we found: 

(1) 37% of the families referred, accepted agency service, 
while 63% rejected it. (2) The largest number referred was 
for malicious destruction of property (These were the young- 
est, and the most resistive to agency help). (3) We did not 
get as many boys of a young age as previously, but apparent- 
ly more adolescents (from 14 - 16) were in trouble than we 
had known before. (4) These boys usually were not getting 
along with their families and showed difficulty in school ad- 
justment. (5) The more skilled the referring patrolman, the 
more likely was a family to accept service, (6) When both 
parents are seen immediately by the agency, the family is 
more likely to accept service, (7) The "average" referral 
was of a 15 year old boy referred for car theft or home 
truancy, living with both natural parents (who were concerned 
about the boy), The father earned $7,000 yearly, and had 
financial reserves. A relative or Servant lived with the family, 
(8) It was recommended that we add one worker to increase 
this service to the whole city of Detroit.

Work therapy is a multi-phased program designed for the re- 
habilitation of the problem adolescent through provision of a 
variety of positive experiences in a work-oriented setting. 

It is a "milieu-therapy" type situation in which an attempt is 
made to reverse the negative experiences that have led to 
undesirable behavior patterns in a non- residential, structur- 
ed, closed work shop type situation. An attempt is made to 
build ego strengths through relationship therapy, status 
therapy, limit setting in an accepting atmosphere, along with 
training in job skills, the discipline of work, and a total re- 
education and value assimilation type setting. 


The method used is on-the-job work training and performance 
guided by a trained counsellor who works through the child's 
problems along with the performing of the work task, A 
graduated scale of earnings for motivational purposes is em- 
ployed to encourage growth in work attitude and performance. 


To date we have found a significant reduction in the recidivism 
figure and the need for institutional placement among the cul- 
turally deprived group especially. Considerable success has 
been achieved among the "situational problems" and even the 
character disorders, Especially in the field of the "school 
drop-out" we feel that work therapy has been highly success- 
ful, both in making it possible for many to remain in school 
and in the area of preparing those that do drop out for a place- 
ment in the earning community.

This problem is an important phase of the total mental health 
problem which is taxing society's physical and professional 
treatment and custodial resources. If methods can be found to 
reduce the populations of prisons and,hospitals by providing 
professional services in the community, then government can 
provide mental health services more effectively and, simul- 
taneously, more economically. 


There are six hypotheses set forth in this study which faces 
upon the determination of (1) socio-economic consideration and, 
(2) family cohesion and neighborhood interaction, There is 
vulnerability in the personality structure of the individuals who 
become incarcerated as felons and the vulnerability is in the 
above mentioned areas. 


The serial numbers of all men and women committed to Flor- 
ida's prisons during the bienniums 1949-50, 1953-54, and 1957- 
58 will be recorded.

More particu- 
larly, to study the nature of the tribunal employed (judicial 
or administrative), the protection of the child's personal 
rights at hearings, the legal grounds for the determination 
of his status and treatment, rights of appeal from decision, 
and the ostensible consequences. 


Comparison will be made between court and administrative 
measures employed under the systems in Australia, Sweden, 
Denmark, and England in order to highlight such differences 
as may exist between the measures and results obtained in 
these countries and in the United States. Only very limited 
information concerning these matters is available in Ameri- 
can criminological literature, though it has come to be 
recognized that variations in judicial and administrative 
measures are important to the community as well as to the 
child. To a limited extent administrative tribunals are be- 
ing employed in New Jersey and, in connection with juvenile 
courts, in an informal way elsewhere, A critical evaluation

problems who are adjudged to be juvenile delinquents. 


Subjects: Adolescent boys 13 years of age and up committed 
to Children's Village either as adjudicated delinquents or 
as emotionally disturbed boys felt to be pre-delinquents. 


Methods: A planned, goal-directed, and selective utilization 
of all the facilities of the therapeutic community that com- 
prises the Children's Village in order to stimulate interest 
in work and assess work potential during the residential 
phase of the boy's program, supplemented with individual 
and group counseling and psychological testing. Selective 
placement in school or employment, with heavy emphasis 

on on-going counseling and follow-up during the boy's after- 
care phase of treatment. A research program will evaluate 
each boy's and the group's vocational and community adjust- 
ment and the effectiveness of the total program as well as its 
individual component parts.

Some youngsters adjudicated as delinquents for acts of anti- 
social behavior must be removed from their environment 
because they have not incorporated sufficient internal con- 
irols to refrain from further delinquent acts, Among those 
who must be removed some have insights into their problems 
and are motivated to change. These children need a regulated 
environment and a treatment program that includes a thera- 
pist for individual or group sessions if necessary and a prog- 
ram that is based upon inter-personal relationships and 
individual needs, 


The population and size of the facility must remain small 

to foster personal relationships and meet individual needs. 
Lakeside is a deliberate attempt to break from the tradition- 
al correctional institution where it is possible, because of 
too much building and too little staff, for a child to be "lost". 


Problem: Can Lakeside provide a limited number of child- 
ren with sufficient internal controls to enable them to refrain 
from further law violations? 


Hypothesis: Lakeside can provide a limited number of child- 
ren with sufficient internal controls to enable them to refrain 
from further law violations. 


We hope to test this hypothesis, It is our intention to compare 
our results with the State Training Schools.

They Aren't Born Delinquent: Conclusions Drawn from the 
1960 Annual Report of the Juvenile Ct. of Muskingum County, 
Ohio.

During the six years of 1955-1960, inclusive, the Muskingum 
County Juvenile Court has heard a total of 2269 delinquency 
cases, excluding traffic cases. Of this number, 325 were 
cases of recidivism, leaving 1944 as the number of different 
children who appeared before the Court. Of this total, 96 
were committed by the court to the various state institutions, 
75 boys and 21 girls. 


Only one in three of the committed children came from a home 
with both parents, furthermore in examining the homes of 

the 31 children in which the parents were together, very few 
were found to be such as could be called normal homes. In 
fact, looking over the entire list of 96, I cannot find a single 
child, who, if given the proper home life at an appropriate 
age, would have become so seriously delinquent as to justify 
commitment, 


The next subject covered in the study was the educational 
achievement of the children, Only four children of this group 
completed high school and 85 per cent dropped out of school 
by the end of the tenth grade, 


Despite the many handicaps which these children had when 
they were placed in state institutions, more than 80 per cent 
appear to have made a satisfactory adjustment after leaving 
institutional care. When it is considered that most of those 
Still at the industrial schools are those who were placed 
there recently, this percentage would be even more favor- 
able, The fact that only six of the group are presently in 
adult correctional institutions would tend to indicate a suc- 
cessful rehabilitation effort on the part of juvenile institutions 
and placement counsellors,

Hypothesis: It is appropriate to test the null hypothesis that 
there is no significant difference between the responses to 
the personality variables (items) of the Minnesota Multiphas- 
ic Personality Inventory for parole violators & successful 
parolees. This hypothesis can be rejected or held as tenable 
by the use of various statistical procedures, The M. M. P.I. 
was selected as the instrument to gather data. Approximately 
two-hundred (200) parole violators were randomly selected 
from the four adult penal institutions (male) in the State of 
Ohio and were administered the M.M.P.I. as soon as they 
were returned to the institutions, Approximately two-hund- 
red (200) parolees were also administered this test at the 
time they had just successfully completed their paroles. 


All data was gathered and assembled at a central location, 
and checked prior to turning over to the Ohio State Univer- 
sity for scoring and frequency analysis by IBM process. 
All items revealing nine percent (9%) or more difference in 
response between these two samplings were statistically 
treated by the Chi-Square method and then empirically stu- 
died, 


Results: Sixty-two (62) items of this test were responded to 
significally different by the two groups at the one percent 
(1%) level of confidence, One point wasallowed for each var- 
iable when answered in the direction in which successful 
parolees differentiated themselves from parole violators, 
either by a true or false response.

The tables have been prepared in order to ascertain cut 
off scores. The point of greater dichotomy has been es- 
tablished at the score of thirty-eight, thus distinguishing 
69. 19% of the "completed parole" group and 69. 3% of the 
"Parole Violators" group. 


A longitudinal study will continue for one year to be concluded 
in June, 1962. The M. M. P.I. parole prediction index is 
being utilized by the two hearing panels. A follow-up on 
these cases will then be made. Results will further be 
available on the success or failure of this instrument as an 
aid to parole prediction.

For the purposes of this project, groups of about 12 boys in 
each slum elementary school nominated are taken each day 
for the last hour and a half, in a group project, led by 
visiting teachers who are tooled up for the job by the Ohio 


State University team. 


The idea is to help the boy internalize values, goals, con- 
cepts of self which will act as an insulation against delin- 
quency in the years ahead (beef up the self), Four years 
later we will see to what extent these boys have held the line 
against official delinquency. We will have comparative 
socialization measures with the other boys in their sixth 
grade rooms. We will have assessments as to whether 

the treatment boys have been observed to move in the ex- 
pected direction during the four and one half months of the 


group project. 


The purpose is to see whether we can implant an insulation 
in 4 1/2 months which will hold for four years -- from the 
threshold age of delinquency up to 16.

Findings: Social Group Work is effective in changing the 
objective "reality world" of high school students and the 

D.E, scale of Goughs, when used with the M, M, P.I. 
indicated that the control group is significantly different from 
the experimental group.

The underlying assumption in the study is that whatever else 

a Juvenile Court may do, it must communicate effectively 
with its many publics, with the parents, and with the delin- 
quent, The effectiveness of any correctional program is 
largely determined by the effectiveness of its communications 
with people, Since the Court must communicate with both 
children and adults, all of whom have achieved different de- 
grees or levels of bio-social maturation and social adjustment, 
the research is aimed at investigating the specific communica- 
tions behaviors utilized among these diffuse socio-cultural 
groups as a means for facilitating more effective communica- 
tions between the correctional agency and the community. 


Following these initial fact-finding studies, we plan to develop 


and test a series of new program proposals, and to strengthen 
present programs which have demonstrated effectiveness.

Much of the counter-delinquency program in this country rests 
on the widely accepted but unchecked premise that the risk 

of delinquency may be sharply reduced by having youngsters 
participate in supervised, group-oriented athletic and recrea- 
tional activities during their leisure time, This preventative 
prescription is specifically recommended for aggressive, 
authority-defying pre-teen age boys living in working class

The present study is concerned with evaluating under control-

We are planning a medical-legal manual specifically dealing 
with anti-cholinesterase poisons. 


Anti-cholinesterase poisoning poses a severe problem for 
the medical-legal expert because it is extremely difficult, 
if not impossible, to swear to the cause of death by anti- 

cholinesterase poisons in view of the unsatisfactory state 
of the "art" in this area, At present, there are no sound 
methods for determining the cause of death by these anti- 
cholinesterase agents after death. 


If one is well aware of the signs and symptoms shown by 
the individual before death, one can make a moderately 
satisfactory diagnosis. Unfortunately, post-mortem test- 
ing for death from anti-cholinesterase poisoning are un- 
satisfactory. We are hoping to get some information 
concerning post-mortem criteria for death from anti- 
cholinesterase poisoning using post-mortem blood for 
cholinesterase level, using the motor and plate for hysto- 
chemical cholinesterase concentration, 

In addition, we are hoping to gather together sufficient in- 
formation to allow the medical-legal expert to reach some 
conclusion concerning poisonings both accidental and crimi- 
nal by these compounds which are becoming more widely 
available.

Operation Poplar was a special program financed by the 
United Fund over a 4-year period for the reduction and con- 
trol of juvenile delinquency in a low socio-economic section 
of No, -Central Phila., which is replete with social problems. 
The Ist period of operation, 1957-1960, focused on the exten- 
sion of program and services within the community. The 2nd 
period of operation, 1960-1961, concentrated on measuring 
to what extent the reduction of juvenile arrests evidenced dur- 
ing the lst period is a result of the community organization ef- 
fort of Operation Poplar or other community factors, The 
project terminated June 1, 1961, due to lack of funds, 


The primary purpose of Operation Poplar was to test the hypo- 
thesis that coordinated programs providing increased services 
deemed to be needed by individuals, families, groups, and 
neighborhood can reduce delinquent behavior of children and 
youth and can maintain and develop family and community 
Solidarity. The research was designed to identify the patterns 
of agency coordination and cooperation, to study their effec- 
tiveness and to evaluate whether the success in controlling 
and reducing delinquency is related to the special community 
effort of Operation Poplar.

Schools of social work and professional educators bear a 
responsibility in meeting the challenge of moving penal reform 
beyond the present transitional stage.

Inmates selected on the basis of preestablished 
criteria are assigned randomly to group therapy or to an 
untreated control group. Criteria based on previous drinking 
history, psychiatric interview and psychological testing are 

used, Efforts are made to enhance post-release adjustment of 
treated inmates through vocational assistance, social services, 
and follow-up group therapy at Temple University Medical Center. 


To evaluate effectiveness of the treatment program, a specially 
devised follow-up questionnaire is administered to both treated 
and control subjects approximately six months following their re- 
lease. One of the problems encountered has been difficulty in

Data for this variable was obtained by inquiring from the 
subject concerning the behavior displayed toward him by such 
stimuli as grandparents, parents, siblings, peers, etc, From 
these behavioral data, ratings were made by two or more 
experimenters, The variables were rated as to whether or 

not they deviated from expectancy for the status of the particu= 
lar stimulus under observation, Wide discrepancies were 
found between the characteristics of the stimuli encountered 
by the experimental subjects and those encountered by our 
control subjects. 


These results formed the basis of hypotheses which are now 
being pul to tests with a different population, At present we 
are studying alcoholics from the middle and upper-middle 
social economic group. These are, of course, matched by 
control subjects, In addition to studying the stimuli encoun- 
tered in the first ten years of life, a study is also made of 
the cross-sectional behavior, at the time of observation, of 
the subjects.

Since problem drinking may be related to other variables (e. g., 
degree of acculturation and socio-economic status), the two 
groups of families were matched with respect to these two 
variables. A modified Campisi Scale of Acculturation and 

the Hollingshead Index of Socio-Economic Status were used in 
the matching. 


Problem drinking as terein used refers to that drinking of 
alcoholic beverages which has been recognized by both husband 
and wife as the main source of their present troubles. Categor- 
ies of the degree of drinking were then devised, Family 
solidarity is used in the study to mean consensus, or lack of 

it, on role definition among husband and wife and children 

over fifteen years old, A Likert type scale of opinion regard- 
ing role expectations and performance was developed to 
measure solidarity. 


The raw scores in the scale of solidarity indicating the de- 
gree of disagreement between members of the family (the 
larger the score the greater the degree of disagreement) 
correlate with the seriousness of the drinking problem in the 
families, indicating relationship between the two variables 
and confirming the original hypothesis. However, since 
neither the scale of solidarity nor the scale of drinking is 
refined enough to predict the outcome of one from the other, 
the suggested relationship must be considered to be tentative.

Only the family of procreation of the husband-father has been 
investigated in this pilot study. His family of orientation and 
his adolescent peer group must also be studied in a full 
analysis of the etiology of problem drinking.

Parallel H-T-P 
characteristics were chosen from Hammer's, Jolles’ and 
Buck's manuals, An objective list of such signs was made 
for each S and drawings presented to two judges who were 
requested to score the drawings according to the list.

From 
a therapeutic point of view the young offenders at the age of 
18 - 23 years who are sentenced to the Norwegian "Borstal 


institution", arbeidsskolen for ungelovbrytere,are not easily 


approachable. 


The Norwegian vocational training school for young offenders 
was opened in 1951, and the first inmate was received in 
March, 1952. The aim of this investigation is to analyze 
results of the treatment of the first 100 inmates admitted to 
the institution during the years 1952 - 1957. Most of the in- 
mates were released and put on probation more than two 
years ago, but the last one was released as late as December, 
1959. Estimating the results of treatment, the author has 
taken into consideration the criminal records as well as 
working habits and abuse of alcohol in the case of each of 

the 100 offenders. By approaching the problem from these 
angles and by combining various adjustment criteria, the 
author has tried to give a relatively discerning appraisal 

of the young offenders adjustment levels. 


The primary empirical source in this research consists of 
reports written (1) when the offenders were admitted to 
the institution, and (2) just before they went out on proba- 
tion after the residential treatment. Information about the 
offenders! adjustment after release was gathered by means 
of a questionnaire which was sent to persons and institutions

In the light of the empirical data the inmates are divided in- 
to the following groups: 


(A) Men who, after release, were neither sentenced, arrest- 
ed because they broke probation conditions, wanted by the 
police, nor charged with new crimes (per February, 1961 - 
24 men). 


(B) Men who were sentenced once after release, but there- 
after showed promising social adjustment (6 men). 


(C) Men who were sentenced once, twice, or more often 
(63 men). 


(D) Men who have been brought back to the institution be- 
cause they broke the probation rules, but who were neither 
sentenced, wanted by the police, nor charged with new crimes 


(4 men). 


(E) Inthis category there is only one man, who received a 
conditional sentence for a minor crime, and thereafter was 
readmitted to the vocational school. After final release from 
School, he has been charged with new crimes. He is unstable 
in work, and abuses alcohol. 


(F) Two men have been neither re-admitted nor sentenced, 

but they have been charged with new crimes. One of them is 
willing to work, takes Occasional jobs and his alcohol con- 

sumption is moderate. The other man is unstable in work, 

and a drunkard. 


The Author's intention is to return to these 100 offenders af- 
ter some years in order to review their development at a 
later stage. At this time, however, the conclusion as to 

the preliminary adjustment level of the 100 offenders is as 
follows: About one-third of the offenders exhibit a fairly 
stable or at least promising course in their social adjustment 
efforts. They seem able to live up to the standards that 
society may reasonably expect as to their law-abidingness, 
working ability and moderation in respect to alcohol.

completely in school, In addition, all of these symptoms 
had been evidenced two or three years before the boy 
was committed to the Louisiana Training Institute. 


A program was instituted in which teachers referred 
problem children to the Ouachita Parish Juvenile Pro- 
bation Office before the child became so discouraged 
that he failed completely or dropped out of school, We 
have found that such children usually have problems 

at home. We counsel with the child and his family 

and try to work out a program that will help him, We 
visit the schools once a week and talk to the boy or 
girl about their grades and their problems, Every two 
weeks we visit with the family. 


After this program had been in effect one year, truan- 
cy was down 70% in one school and was much less in 
every school engaged in the program, In addition, 
there has been a 40% decrease in juvenile delinquency 
in Ouachita Parish since this program was initiated, 
We believe that by counseling and working with the 
child before he or she becomes a major problem, we 
can best prevent delinquency.

Statistics obtained from the Chicago Board of Education indi- 
cated that sixty percent of the children entering school from 
this area will drop out before their sophomore year of high 
School. The problem of what to do with these youngsters 
came to a head when there appeared on the scene a large num- 
ber of youth gangs. 


The program is being conducted under the leadership of the 
Chairman of the Youth Employment Committee of the Execu- 
tives' Service Club. The Board of Education has provided 
two instructors. The usual course fee for evening division 
class work has been waived. The minimum instructor-stud- 
ent ratio has been modified and the sessions are operating 
ona 1 to 8 basis. The planning and conduct of the "course 
of instruction" have been achieved entirely on the basis of 
the specific program, its purposes, and the unique needs of 
the students. 


The Executive Service Club through its Youth Employment Com- 
mittee, has spot-surveyed to the limit of its resources the 
industries of the area and, in consultation with representative 
personnel and employment directors, has prescribed the min- 
imum job requirements that "drop-outs" must meet to quali- 

fy for employment. These general requirements have been 
included in the "course of instruction." In addition, the Exec- 
utives' Service Club through its member-industries and busi- 
nesses has a program to stimulate these industries and make 
jobs available for "graduates" of the course. 


Several community agencies and youth-serving organizations 
have participated in the program by selecting participants for 
the courses and providing sponsors for these participants. The 
Sponsor, in addition to selecting and registering the partici- 
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386 Cont'd. 


pant in the course, has been responsible to maintain close 
contact with the student during the course, to counsel with 
him regarding any problems or difficulties that arise from 
the course, to serve as the intermediary in securing the job 
interview for the applicant, and to remain close to the "new 
employee" during the job adjustment period. 


As of this date (January, 1962), the program is in its sixth 
"course of instruction." Eighty-six youths (80 boys, 6 
girls) have completed the course of instruction. Forty- 
eight youths are eligible for employment, and at the present 
time, thirty-five out of 86 youths are employed at eleven dif- 
ferent firms in the area, 


We encourage graduates to continue their relationship with 
the program and its leadership through an Alumni type of 
grouping.

day were released from the District of Columbia Dept. 

of Corrections institutions at the expiration of their sen- 
tence. None of these releasees was favorably considered 
for parole or good-time release, presumably because of 
the nature of their offense, past record or prospect for 
adjusting in the free community. 


Had they been released on parole or good-time release 
they would have remained for varying periods of time un- 
der the jurisdiction of the District of Columbia Parole 
Dept., and therefore would have had the benefit of the 
services and guidance of a parole officer. Moreoever, 
they would have been eligible for the facilities of the 
Employment Counselling Service and of the Legal Psy- 
chiatric Services. 


The anomaly of the present situation is that those offenders 
who are generally considered to be the ones with the least 
favorable prognosis for adjusting are released, because 

it is no longer legally possible to confine them and are 

to all intents and purposes left to flounder without any 
help. 


It is hoped that this Project will make it possible for the 
Bureau of Rehabilitation to gain a better understanding of 
the problem and to learn, if possible, how to meet the needs 
of this admittedly difficult group of recidivist offenders who 
periodically return to the community whether we like it or 
not.

Center. Delinquent and near-delinquent youngsters will be 
offered sponsorship and assistance if they agree to participate 
in planning such a project, help secure a location, and other- 
wise engage actively in painting, repairing, and establishing 
the facility. Once established, they will operate the shop 
under informal supervision. 


In conjunction with the service phase of Mobilization for Youth, 
three types of research are proposed: basic research on substan- 
tive issues pertinent to the definition, distribution, origins, and 
content of juvenile delinquency, as well as to related matters; 
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evaluation of the net impact of the service program as a

This study is directed toward the measurement of legally 
deviant behavior by juveniles by age groups, 11 through 18, 
and the determination of its relationship to types of com- 
munities (emphasis on socio-economic class structure), 
sex, and specific age level. 


Special emphasis is being placed on theft. In addition to 
an extensive description of theft (what was taken, from 
where was it taken, what persons knew of it at the time, 
and what was done with the material), instruments were 
constructed to measure value orientations, feelings of 
alienation (normlessness and social isolation), attitude 
toward law enforcement, extent of socialization, concept 
of self as good or bad persons, ability to defer gratifica- 
tion, degree of "theft association", extent to which goals 
are thought to be attainable without conflict with the law, 
as well as some personal data. 


Data was gathered by self-administered questionnaires 
from 1129 public school children in rural, small industrial 
city, wealthy suburban, working class and very large urban 
communities. 


In general, it is hypothesized that differences will be 
found in the nature and extent of illegal conduct depending 
upon the community and the sex and age level within these 
communities, and depending upon the value orientation and 
attitudes of the respondents. Guttman-type scaling proce- 
dures and multivariate analysis will be used after prelim- 
inary examination of the data.

Problem: The widespread use of inconsistent terminology 

in the literature hampers effective communication, both with- 
in the scientific-professional community and with the larger 
public. Even the official nomenclature of disorders is ap- 
parently not applied consistently in hospital records. This 
study seeks to determine whether and how some order may 

be introduced in the terminological-linguistic chaos. 


Method: The literature will be examined, and terms and 

their definitions will be collected, After preliminary synthesis 
of the definitions, a tentative usage dictionary will be compiled, 
This will be submitted to discussion conferences of specialists 


from the various disciplines concerned, The anticipated outcome 


is a dual dictionary combining usage with "ideal" definitions. 
An effort will be made to determine directly, from hospital re- 
cords and by interview with personnel, how the standard diag- 
nostic nomenclature is applied in practice to alcoholic patients 
and their disorders.

Early Identification and Prevention Program, Board of Educa- 
tion of New York City. 


Elementary School Division, the Division of Child Welfare's 
Bureau of Educational and Vocational Guidance and the Bureau 
of Child Guidance of the Board of Education of the City of N.Y, 


Commenced 1959, and is continuing. 


The primary objectives of the program are to identify children's 
abilities, talents and problems early in their school life (kinder- 
garten through grade 3) and through an integrated service prog- 
ram, attempt to meet these needs and provide adequate enrich- 
ment for talents and abilities and remediation of problems. 
Thirty-seven New York City schools are involved in the program. 


Through the specialized team of guidance counselor, social work- 
er and psychologist, with consultative psychiatric assistance, a 
program of service has been developed. The team functions in 
cooperation with the teachers, supervisors, special school per- 
sonnel, parents and community agencies to achieve its goals. 

A formal evaluation was initiated in the latter half of 1961. An 
advisory committee developed plans for a pilot project using 
three experimental and three control schools involving approxi- 
mately 36 classes. 


The research design calls for the use of objective measures 
(reading scores) and observations, interviews, check lists 
and questionnaires with children, teachers, supervisors and 
parents.

School and Community Work-Related Education Program 
in the St. Louis Public Schools.

The students selected for the project have had a poor achievement 
and attendance pattern for two previous semesters in high school, 
including two or more failures, and ten or more absences. They 
are the prospective "drop-out", Many are of the culturally de- 
prived group in the 16-20 year age bracket.

The "600" Schools. 


Board of Education of the City of New York, Division of 
Child Welfare, Bureau for the Education of Socially Malad- 
justed Children. 


The "600" schools were set up to meet the needs of children 
who could not be successfully and effectively treated in the 
regular school situation. The children to be assigned to the 
"600" schools were characterized as defiant, disruptive, dis- 
respectful and hostile to all authority. 


Originally seven schools were set up. During the fifteen year 
period since inception, twenty-five schools and nine annexes 
have been placed in operation. The ''600" schools now (Nov. , 
1961) service 4300 children. 


The "600" schools are designed to reach those children of school 
age who find difficulty in adjusting to the normal schools -- 
elementary, junior high and senior high. There are the reluc- 
tant learners, children resistant to authority, disruptive of 
School routines, involved in hostile and anti-social acts in the 
community, aggressive, often with a history of truancy, emo- 
tional disturbance and social maladjustment. Children selected 
for the "600" schools must have a general intelligence level 
above that of children with retarded mental development. 


The "600" schools are designed to give students an enriched 
guidance program leading to rehabilitation, If the student can- 
not be returned to the normal school after a period at the "600" 
School, a terminal education program is planned for him, This 
is rich in guidance and vocational activities. 


The schools have a population not in excess of 200 and class 
registers are restricted to 10-14 pupils. Teachers are selected 
for their demonstrated skill in reaching deviate pupils. Guid- 
ance personnel is provided, Clinical teams (psychological and 
medical) are in part time attendance. Curricula are developed 
to meet the unique needs of the population of socially maladjust- 
ed children. An enriched industrial arts program is developed 
for each school.

Southern Illinois University is geographically located in what 
is to increasingly become the national center of correctional 
institutions. The new federal institution now under construc- 
tion at Crab Orchard Lake is to be the "experimental institu- 
tion" of the system, A new minimum security institution is 
to be established at Vienna by the State of Illinois, One of 
the most progressive state institutions in the nation is locat- 


ed at Menard. 


Correctional problems are not restricted solely to institu- 
tions. Delinquency control and prevention is most typically 
an urban problem, and the site of the Southwestern Campus in 
an urban complex provides a very suitable location for study 
and research in delinquency. The State of Illinois has a pilot 
delinquency control unit now operative in Alton. Various 
local, state and federal probation and parole agencies are 
located in the East St. Louis-St. Louis metropolitan complex. 


The Center for the Study of Delinquency, Crime and Correc- 
tions will have the following general purposes: (a) to train 
college students and others interested in careers in the var- 
ious phases of corrections and crime control. (b) To pro- 
vide the facilities for regional and national conferences and

"special-service" school (J. H. S. 40 in South Jamaica for a

The plan is for three recent Queens College graduates to teach 
these youngsters the major academic subjects (English, Social 
Studies, Math, Science) for the 3 years of their Junior High 
School experience. We are testing à design for teaching "edu- 
cationally disadvantaged" students, wherein there is 3 year 
pupil-teacher continuity, a special supervisory resource (an 
experienced coordinating teacher has been hired for this), case 
study conferences, curriculum, teaching experimentation, and 
a special form of team teaching. 


Another aspect of our project is an "Educational Disadvantage 
Study, " wherein our psychologist will prove intellectual re- 
sources, cognitive functioning, achievement levels and changes 


among our experimental group. 
We also have a pre-service experiment providing our teacher- 


ed students with a new type of field experience with "education- 
ally disadvantaged" students throughout Queens and Manhattan.

The program service includes intensive counsel- 
ing as a vehicle for exploring personality conflicts, remed- 
ial education as a means of supporting the learning sector 
of ego functioning, and employment, which is therapeutic 
in itself and which provides the needed reality framework 
for both counseling and re-educative endeavors. 


The Study includes reviews of past research and literature 
and a consideration of the drop-out population since delin- 
quents are technically considered members of this group 
and supposedly benefit from programs designed to serve 
the school leaver in general. 


The Theory section will be expansive with assumptions 

and hypotheses delineated. Design - clinical-action, 
matched groups and specific criteria. Pre and post evalua- 
tion will be made on these dimensions: personality, con- 
trol of aggression, attitude toward authority, self-image 
(T.A. T. adaptation devised), academic achievement, overt 
symptomatology, job history. 


Statistical procedures and descriptive methodology will be 
utilized. The Study evaluates this approach and also des- 
cribes (with case illustrations) the nature of the treatment 
process. Post-testing is presently (November, 1961) under- 
way. Results are extremely encouraging as far as evaluation 
has so far demonstrated.
